NAVAL AIR BASES 


It Navy has long felt the need of 
obtaining additional aviation bases 
and operating areas to promote the effi- 
ciency of its present air arm both in rou- 
tine training and in operations with the 
fleet. It is pointed out that without even 
considering possible wartime expansion 
the increase in the number of planes 
which would result if the recommenda- 
tions in the President’s defense message 
are carried out would create a critical sit- 
uation without increased shore facilities. 
By an act of the last Congress the Sec- 
retary of the Navy was directed to ap- 
point a board to investigate and report 
on the need, for purposes of national de- 
fense, of additional submarine, destroyer, 
mine, and naval air bases, both conti- 
nental and outlying. The report of this 
board, known as the Hepburn board, 
stated that the need of naval aviation 
bases far overshadowed that of the oth- 
ers. Additional significance is attached 
to this report in that it has been endorsed 
by the Navy Department as forming a 
part of the Naval Policy. 

The bill now under consideration would 
provide for some of those projects which 
the Ilepburn board recommended comple- 
tion of at the earliest practicable date due 
to their immediate strategic importance. 
These items include: Kaneohe Bay, Mid- 
way Island, Wake Island, Johnston 
Island, and Palmyra Island in the mid- 
Pacific area; Kodiae and Sitka in the 
Alaska area; San Juan, P. R., in the At- 
lantic area; and an increase in the train- 
ing facilities at Pensacola. In addition 
it would provide for expansion of the 
Fleet Air Base, Pearl Harbor and expan- 
sion of the Naval Aircraft Factory, Phila., 
for acquisition of land adjoining the Na- 
val Air Station, Hampton Roads, for de- 
velopment of minor seaplane facilities at 
Tongue Point, Ore. 

The proposed program may be consid- 
ered as in many ways the initial step in 
carrying out the Hepburn plan for a well 
tvunded development of shore facilities 
for naval aircraft. In the present bill 
there are three places where the Army 
has or may have air bases. These are 
Pearl Harbor, Alaska, and Puerto Rico. 
Some concern has been evident over the 
apparent duplications in air forces. The 
Navy contends that its air forces exist 
Solely as an arm of the fleet. In this re- 
gard Admiral Cook, Chief of the Bureau 
of Aeronautics, stated, “There is no as- 
surance that these ships will remain at 
those bases during wartime, but will go 
Wherever the fleet goes or needs their 
services. If the fleet is in the Atlantic, 
the majority will go there; if the fleet 
is in the western Pacific, they will go 
there; if the fleet is up in the Aleutians, 
they will go there; so that no naval avia- 
tion unit based at any particular point 


can be considered as a part of the fixed . 


defense of that area.” 

While the Navy’s need for air bases 
might appear to be a sudden development 
it has actually been a deficiency growing 
over a long period of years. In 1933, when 
the present naval expansion began, the 
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Senate Group Boosts 
Limitation on Aircraft 


The Senate Military Affairs Committee 
on Wednesday, Feb, 22, reported favor- 
ably on the bill carrying out the Army 
provisions of the President’s national de- 
fense message of Jan. 12, 1939. The Sen- 
ate committee made several amendments 
to the bill as passed by the House of Rep- 
resentatives, chief of which was an in- 
crease in authorization of planes from 5,- 
500, as passed by the House, to 6,000 as 
originally recommended by the President 
in his program. In another amendment to 
the bill as passed by the House, the Sen- 
ate committee clarified the language of 
the bill providing for the payment of pen- 
sions, compensation, retirement pay and 
hospital benefits to officers and enlisted 
men of the Army of the United States, 
excluding members of the Regular Army, 
who are injured or killed when called or 
ordered to active duty for more than 30 
days. 

The bill also differs from the House 
measure in that it provides that officers 
commissioned in or to be commissioned in 
the Army Air Corps under the program be 
given constructive service for all duties 
performed by them as reserve officers or 
cadets, this service to count for pay pur- 
poses, longevity and position on the pro- 
motion list. This provision applies only 
to first lieutenants and second lieuten- 
ants. The Senate Committee, in report- 
ing the bill, changed the wording of the 
bill as passed by the House to include only 
personnel of the Army of the United 
States in the category that would receive 
pensions, compensation, retirement pay 
and hospital benefits in the event that 
they are killed or injured while on active 
service for periods in excess of thirty 
days. 

The Senate Committee also amended 
the House bill to provide that for the pur- 
poses of the Act, the Bacon-Davis act and 
the Walsh-Davis act would not apply. 

Senator Sheppard said late this week 
that he hoped to bring the bill to the floor 
of the Senate about the middle of next 
week. 

In a letter to Senator Sheppard shortly 
before the beginning of the hearings on 
the bill, Secretary of War Harry Wood- 
ring urged that the committee, in con- 
sidering the bill, remove all restrictions 
as to the number of planes authorized, 
so that the War Department might gain 
any advantage accuring by mass pur- 
chases. The letter from Mr. Woodring 
read as follows: 

Dear Senator Sheppard: Careful consider- 
ation has been given to the bill S. 842, to pro- 
vide more effectively for the national defense 
by increasing the number of aircraft author 
ized to be procured and maintained, which 
was transmitted to the War Department 
under date of January 21, 1939, with a re 
quest for the views of the War Department 
thereon. 

The existing laws which will be affected 
by the bill are the act approved June 24, 
1936 (49 Stat. 1907), and section 8 of the act 
of July 2, 1926 (44 Stat. 780). S. 812 repeals 
the above-mentioned legislation and substi- 
tutes therefor an authorization for the main- 
tenance and equipment of not to exceed 6,000 
serviceable airplanes, such balloons and air- 
ships as may be necessary for training pur- 
poses, and spare parts, equipment, supplies,

French ’Plane Deal 

The Senate Military Affairs Committee 
this week made public an abridged copy 
of the testimony given in connection with 
its investigation of the sale of restricted 
models of American airplanes to the 
French government, 

Though far from complete (the re- 
leased testimony begins with “page 410” 
and is replete with notations of “discus- 
sion off the record”), the revelations show 
clearly that the sale was in violation of 
the approved policy of the Joint Aero- 
nautical Board and that the negotiations 
were conducted in the utmost secrecy. 

The first information that the French 
mission was in the United States seeking 
combat planes came to Assistant Secre- 
tary Louis Johnson from the Douglas 
company, while Maj. Gen. H, H. Arnold, 
chief of the Air Corps, first learned of it 
from Rear Adm. A. B. Cook, chief of the 
bureau of naval aeronautics. Secretary 
of the Treasury Morgenthau, who ap- 
peared to be tn entire charge of the deal. 
showed surprising lack of clarity as to 
the circumstances back of his handling 
of the negotiations. Although he continu 
ally insisted that he was dealing with the 
mission only as a courtesy to a friendly 
nation and because the Procurement Divi- 
sion comes under him, it was re- 
vealed that the Procurement Division 
does not normally handle airplane pur 
chases and the responsible heads of the 
air arms of the Army and Navy were not 
informed of the negotiations until they 
had reached such a stage that their ap 
proval was required for further progress. 

Pertinent extracts from the released 
portions of the testimony follow: 

Senator Nye. Tell us generally what, if 
anything, the Army interest was in that 
particniar plane. 

General Arnold, That plane was being de- 
veloped as the result of Army specifications 
issued for the purpose of securing a light 
bomber airplane for a test to be held in 
March, 1939. 

Senator Nye. Had the Army any consider 
able amount of money tied up in these speci 
fications? 

General Arnold, The specifications came as 
the result of a meeting of a technical com 
mittee of the Air Corps, and after approval 
by the Chief of the Air Corps and the War 
Department General Staff they were adopted 
for the guidance of any manufacturer who 
might be interested in submitting planes of 
that kind. 

Senator Nye. You speak of specifications, 
General. They were not in the form of blue- 
prints? 

General Arnold. No; just a general idea 
of the characteristics that we desired in that 
airplane. The manufacturers were given free 
rein to accomplish that purpose. 

Senater Nye. When you decided on that

President Over Rides 
Navy Selection Board 


In an unprecedented action, President 
Roosevelt has sent to the Senate for con- 
firmation a nomination for the promotion 
of a captain of the navy who was not 
recommended by a selection board, 

The nomination is that of Capt. Harry 
Allen Stuart, USN, to be a read admiral. 
Inasmuch as Captain Stuart is carried as 
an additional number in grade his pro- 
motion will not deprive any other officer 
of promotion by filling a vacancy. 

Captain Stuart is an expert on Naval 
Petroleum Reserves, having been Direc- 
tor of the reserves since 1933 and inspec- 
tor of petroleum reserves in California 
prior to that date. He would have been 
retired next June because of service in- 
eligibility for selection for promotion, and 
it is thought that the President, valuing 
his ability and experience in oil reserves, 
nominated him for promotion in order to 
retain him on the active list as well as to 
reward him for his service. 

It is recalled that Captain Stuart was 
on duty in the Navy Department prior to 
the “Teapot Dome” affair, and that he 
was one of a group of officers who op- 
posed the transfer of the oll reserves to 
the Interior Department. Before the deal 
was consummated, however, he and 
others in the group were transferred 
away from Washington. 

Existing laws governing promotion in 
the Navy do not give the President au- 
thority to promote any such officer who 
has not been recommended by a selection 
board, It is understood, however, that the 
White House has taken the view that such 
laws constitute unconstitutional limita- 
tions upon the appointive powers of the 
President, The constitution, besides mak- 
ing the President Commander in Chief of 
the Army and Navy, says that he “shall 
nominate, and by and with the Advice 
and Consent of the Senate, shall appoint” 
ambassadors, ete., and “all other officers 
of the United States, whose appointments 
are not herein otherwise provided for, and 
which shall be established by Law.” The 
provision of existing law said to be in 
conflict with this constitutional power is 
section 4 of the Line Personnel Act of 
1928 which reads, in part: “All promo- 
tions to grades above that of Hientenant 
(junior grade) of the line of the Navy, 
including the promotion of those officers 
who are, or may be, carried on the Navy 
list as additional numbers in grade, shall 
be only upon the recommendation of a 
board of naval officers as herein pre- 
scribed.” 

In the past, Presidents who have de- 
sired the promotion of officers who were 
not selected have refused to approve the 
selection board’s report and have re- 
turned it to the board until the man they 
desired was recommended, 

Considerable speculation has arisen as 
to what possible effect the President's 
action in short-cireuiting the selection 
system may have upon its future opera- 
tion. Officers are asking whether future 
promotions may be expected without the 
convening of selection boards, or whether 
a liberalization of the system may be ex- 
pected.

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Editors Discuss Smith’s Claim that Scrap Iron Reserve Is Gone 


Early this month Emory E. Smith, dollar-a-year commissioner for the War In- 
dustries Board during the World War, warned that America’s chances in a new major 
war were being sabotaged by wholesale exportations of scrap iron, 12,000,000 tons of 
which were shipped in the last five years. American scrap iron exports, Smith further 
charged, had made possible the present Sino-Jap war and the military unrest in 
Europe. 

Press comment to Smith’s “open ietter to the people” varied. Some whole-heart- 
edly endorsed it, some advanced the point that banning of scrap exports would work 
great hardship on this country, and some disputed the importance of American scrap 
in maintaining foreign wars. ‘ 


The Nashville, Tenn., Tennessecan comments, “The question of whether scrap 
iron is not just as valuable to this country as to foreign nations, especially those 
engaged in open aggression, becomes of increasing interest. It is unquestionably true 
that American iron has been responsible for much slaughter in the Far East and 
that it will be in general use if Europe has another war. Is our own country at the 
same time suffering from shortage? If the answer is in the affirmative, the safe- 
guarding of our own scrap iron supplies as a vital need for self-defense assumes high 


importance,” 


Depletion of reserves is dangerous, agrees the San Francisco, Calif., Chronicle, 
“Yet, unless there is a declaration of war to put a nation on the embargo list, for- 
bidding export of a commodity like scrap iron, on the theory that it may be needed 
here some time, would be a serious undertaking. The Government, if national defense 
requires it, might gather and store huge quantities of salvage iron. There would be 
reasonable complaint from any group of citizens required to hold reserves indefi- 
nitely instead of selling what can be sold.” 


The Muncie, Ind., Star, declares, “The charge of Emory E. Smith, that chances 
of the United States in another conflict are being sabotaged by exports of scrap iron, 
will strike a responsive chord in most citizens. 

“Mr. Smith’s letter said that scrap iron had been accumulating in the United 
States after 1918, but that 12,000,000 tons have been exported in the last five years. 
Of that total, 7,500,000 tons have gone to Japan, an international aggressor that is 
not entitled to a single pound. Instead of writing notes and calling names, our ad- 
ministration might adopt a policy of conservation which will prevent shipment of 


deplete a national resource, which would have to be replaced by newly mined iron, 
at a cost three or four times that of scrap, in the event of war. There can be little 
doubt that Congress would speedily enact a law to conserve this needed material 
should responsible officers urge the step.” 


The Charleston, W. Va., Mail says, “Not long ago statistics revealed that the 
biggest customers for our scrap metals suitable for armament manufacture were the 
same European and Eastern powers that are now continuously threatening world 
peace, It is, therefore, the height of absurdity to nullify much of the constructive 
work of our opposition to the militaristic powers by refusing to end the exports of 
scrap metal.” 


The Philadelphia, Pa., Ledger warns, “If we must make ready for war, the con- 
servation of steel-making materials is no less important than the building of ships and 
planes and storing of food supplies. Experts say that the next great war must be 
decided by the exhaustion of one of its participants, not by outright defeat on the 
field of battle. Since nearly all war’s dread weapons are made of steel, it may well 
be that scrap iron will decide the outcome.”

A scrap iron embargo, says the Buffalo, N. Y., Courier Express, “would seem 
to be a logical, if somewhat drastic, application of the theory that we can keep the 
United States at peace by refusing to sell materials of war—although few, if any, 
congressional proponents of that theory have been willing, thus far, to include raw 
material as well as finished products in embargo legislation.” 


The Lincoln, Nebr., Journal comments, “We have sold scrap iron to almost 
every customer thut has applied. Now we get a shock. Scrap iron is scarce. A great 
store that in times of world peace was regarded as almest without value has been 
exhausted. Now we do not have enough scrap iron for our own use, if we carry out 
the defense program that has been outlined. 

“No law prevents the shipment of scrap iron to a country not at war. We have 
sold the country short of a material much needed for national defense.” 


The Charleston, 8. C., Post says, “The point is made... that the United States or 
any other nation, no matter how rich, could not pretend to support a first class war 
without access to high piles of scrap iron and access to well filled junk yards... but 





scrap iron to sword-rattling dictators.” 


The St. Louis, ‘Mo., Post Dispatch, referring to scrap sales, comments, “These 
sales, of course, are on a wholly different basis from the French plane deals. They 


at the same time the importance of foreign trade should not be lost sight of. 

“For even if from the beginning the United States had refused to sell an ounce 
of scrap iron abroad it is safe to say that other sources would have been tapped and 
international turmoil would have been as great.” 





Hawaiian Dept. Activities 


Ft. Shafter, T. H.—The month of Jan- 
uary saw the units of the Hawaiian Di- 
vision complete an intensive period of 
field and garrison training. During a two- 
day period, Jan. 12-13, the commanding 
general and staff conducted a division 
command post exercise which was fol- 
lowed by a critique with all officers who 
took part in the exercise attending. 


General Woodruff released his train- 
ing program to the Division units by 
weekly schedules following out the master 
training schedule of the year. During the 
first week the Twenty-first Infantry bri- 
gade conducted a command post problem 
with the Eleventh Signal Company tak- 
ing part. The Twenty-second Infantry 
Brigade was busy with a similar com- 
mand post exercise with the Eighth Field 
Artillery in support. The Third Engineers 
had a week of tests of emplacements. 


During the second week of January. the 
Bleventh Field Artillery Brigade en- 
gaged in a rehabilitation program. The 
Twenty-first Brigade conducted qualifica- 
tion tests over the bayonet courses, 
grenade course and service pistol course 
and ranges. Included were several mili- 
tary reconnaissances and a one-day com- 
munication exercise. The Twenty-second 
Brigade took part in machine gun firing, 
inter-branch training with the field artil- 
lery and a joint cooperative mission with 
air corps units from the Eighteenth Pur- 
suit Group at Wheeler Field. The Third 
Engineers turned their studies to con- 
struction problems, going to work on a 
new wing to the Post library. 

In the third week of January the 
Eleventh Field Artillery Brigade had the 
Highth Field artillery regiment in the 
field for exercises while the remainder 
of the brigade concluded their rehabilita- 
tion program. The Twenty-second Bri- 
gade besides a program of 37-mm. firing, 
brigade communication exercises, trail 
reconnaissances, included a demonstra- 
tion in combat practices for Reserve Offi- 
cers who attended the monthly contact 
camp. 

The Twenty-second Brigade training 
in the third week was varied, including 
air-ground liaison tests, field exercises, 
inter-branch training howitzer tests, 
combat practice with a regiment in at- 
tack, and machine-gun marksmanship. 





The Third Engineers went into the 
Koolaus for a march and camp while the 
Eleventh Medical Regiment sent a party 
of officers on a reconnaissance over the 
Gowen trail. 

The final week of training in January 
included a field exercise for the artillery 
brigade, machine gun firing and quali- 
fications for the four infantry regiments 
and construction problems for the En- 
gineers. On January 26 the Twenty-first 
Infantry passed in review in honor of 
Private William R. Bouldin who was 
decorated with the Soldier’s Medal by 
General Woodruff in a ceremony preced- 
ing the parade in his honor. 

All of the regiments at Schofield Bar- 
racks conducted regimental and battalion 
retreat parades during the month. The 
infantry and engineer parades were held 
at the General’s Loop parade ground 
while the artillery regiments used their 
own fields in the artillery area. The 
parades were well attended by civilian 
spectators who made the 23 mile trip from 
Honolulu to see the Hawaiian Division 
units on parade. 

On January 31 the Nineteenth Infantry 
became the subject of a great deal of local 
press comment for being the last regiment 
of the regular army to parade in breeches 
and wrapped leggins. The regiment 
paraded on the General’s Loop parade 
ground at 4:45 p.m. At that hour it was 
a new day in the Philippine Department 
and far into the night on the mainland. 
The event received editorial comment in 
both the Honolulu Star-Bulletin and Ad- 
vertiser as the “passing of the wrapped 
leggins.” 

Coast Artillery Brigade 

During the month of January, Brig. 
Gen. Fulton Q. C. Gardner, Commanding 
General of the Hawaiian Separate Coast 
Artillery Brigade, conducted his annual 
Brigade Commander’s Administrative 
and Materiel inspections. 

The inspection started at Ft. Shafter 
on January 6, and will continue until 
February 8. At the conclusion of that 
period the new Brigade Commander will 
have completed the inspection of all posts 
under his jurisdiction. General Gardner’s 
arrival at each post was the occasion for 
the tendering of an eleven gun salute 
followed by a review of the troops. The 
inspecting party then proceeded to ex- 
amine the barracks, offices, and post utili- 





ties. 

Col. William D. Frazer, Commanding 
Officer of the Harbor Defenses of Hono- 
lulu, announced that starting February 
16, the Honolulu regiment will stage a 
parade on the third Thursday of each 
month. It is planned to alternate the 
ceremony between Ft. Ruger and Ft. De 
Russy, with the initial parade being held 
at Ft. Ruger. 

The new bandstand at Ft. Kameha- 
meha was formally dedicated on Decem- 
ber 29, 1938. The bandstand was con- 
structed directly across from the Head- 
quarters building of the Harbor Defenses 
of Pearl Harbor. 

A Hawaiian Department order pub- 
lished during the month announced the 
64th C.A. as the winner of the Depart- 
ment Commander’s Coast Artillery cup 
and pennants for the training year just 
completed. The award is made annually 
to one of the three Coast Artillery com- 
mands in the Hawaiian Separate Coast 
Artillery Brigade for proficiency in the 
use of arms. 

On the same order, Battery K, 64th 
C.A., commanded by Capt. Pierre B. 
Denson, was awarded “Excellent” rating 
by the Department Commander for gen- 
eral military efficiency, including target 
practice, during the year. 

Battery K has won the award two 
years in succession. They have also con- 
sistently turned in high scores as a result 
of their target practices with antiaircraft 
equipment. 

A formal review will be held on the 
Ft. De Russy parade ground on Febru- 
ary 10, at which time the Department 
Commander, Maj. Gen. Charles D. Her- 
ron, will present the trophies to the win- 
ners. A descendant of General John D. 
Barrette will during the same ceremony 
present to Battery B, 41st Coast Artillery 
(RY) the Barrette Trophy. The award 
of that trophy to Battery B for the year 
1938 was announced early in December. 

Training of 18th Wing 

Units of the Wing, Air Corps, stationed 
at Hicham, Luke, and Wheeler Fields on 
the island of Oahu, in Hawaii, began the 
Calendar Year 1939 with an intensive 
period of training aimed at the indoctri- 
nation of newly arrived personnel. 

The 5th Bombardment Group con- 
ducted aerial gunnery and bombing train- 
ing, together with transition to B-18 type 





airplanes for the newly assigned officers. 
Ground and academic instruction was 
carried on in bombardment aviation, dead 
reckoning navigation, general military 
instruction, technical instruction on B- 
18 airplanes, bombsights, and chemical 
warfare. 

The 18th Pursuit Group conducted 
aerial training in acrobatics, navigation, 
individual combat, formation flying and 
instrument flying. Ground instruction 
and academic instruction consisted of in- 
struction in military courtesy and cus- 
tom of the service, preparation of effi- 
ciency reports, operation and maintenance 
of equipment, radio communication, air- 
craft armament, and chemical warfare. 

All units of the 18th Wing conducted 
night flying training during the month 
of January, performed cooperative mis- 
sions with adjacent ground units of the 
Hawaiian Department and participated 
in a tactical exercise on January 25, 1939. 


Admiral Addresses Graduates 

Possibility that a National Merchant 
Marine Academy might some day be 
created to bring to boys in all States the 
opportunity to undertake the training for 
merchant marine officerships offered now 
by New York and three other states was 
discussed Feb. 24 by Rear Adm. Clark H. 
Woodward, commandant of the New York 
Naval District, during presentation of 
diplomas to graduates of the New York 
State Merchant Marine Academy. 

Admiral Woodward stated that it 
seemed grossly unfair that young men in 
states which have no marine schools are 
now denied the advantages of the edu- 
cation and training given. 

The Naval officer also criticized a two- 
year training course as being too brief to 
permit any of the Naval training which 
prospective merchant marine officers 
should have. He expressed his satisfac- 
tion that New York would the coming 
year extend its course to three years, and 
stated that he hoped the day would soon 
come when all merchant marine acad- 
emies had four-year courses. 

Satisfaction that New York and Cali- 
fornia have supplemented their training 
ship program with a shore establishment 
was also expressed by Admiral Wood- 
ward, who stated that the Navy, prior to 
establishment of the Academy at Annap- 
olis, had found facilities aboard ship in- 
sufficient for complete training.

Reenlistment Allowances 


The Senate on Wednesday adopted an 
amendment offered by Senator James F. 
Byrnes, of S. C., to the Independent Offices 
Appropriation Bill which bans the pay- 
ment of the reenlistment allowance for 
the fiscal year 1940. As the Independent 
Offices Appropriation Bill has now passed 
the House and Senate the bill goes to con- 
ference, with the Senate confrees com- 
mitted to the ban and the House confrees 
bound to elimination only by a point of 
order. It is quite likely that the same re- 
sult will ensue. as in previous years and 
the ban, insisted on by the Senate con- 
frees, will remain in the bill as it goes 
to the President for his signature. 


Rear Adm, Russell R. Waesche, Com- 
mandant of the Coast Guard, made a 
strong fight for payment of the allowance 
in hearings before the Treasury Depart- 
ment Subcommittee of the House Appro- 
priations Committee during the discus- 
sion of the 1940 Treasury Department 
Appropriations Bill. 

The following discussion arose when 
the question was brought up: 

Mr. Ludlow. Admiral, you said in your 
original statement that you are not proposing 
the restoration of the reenlistment bonus. 
When was the so-called reenlistment bonus 
last paid? 

Mr. Carroll. Payment of this allowance has 
been suspended since the fiscal year 1934. 

Admiral Waesche. In 1934. 

Mr. Ludlow. And how much was the re- 
enlistment bonus? 


Admiral Waesche. How much was it in 
1933? 

Mr. Ludlow. Yes. 

Mr. Carroll. It was $258,049. 

Mr. Ludlow. I mean per individual. It was 


4 graduated amount, was it not? 

Admiral Waesche. Yes. It is $50 a year for 
the first three grades and $25 a year for the 
remaining grades; which, for a 3-year enlist- 
ment, would be $150 per man for the higher 
grades and $75 per man for the remaining 
grades. 

Mr. Ludlow. You find that applications for 
reenlistments are sufficient, are they, from the 
standpoint of the needs of the Service? The 


reenlistment bonus is not reflected in the 
reenlistments ? 
Admiral Waesche. No, sir; I would not 


say that. Our percentage of reenlistments has 
been decreasing. I would also like to call the 
attention of the committee to the fact that 
this reenlistment bonus is not entirely what 
the name would imply. It is also a reward for 
having served for three years under honor- 
able conditions and receiving an honorable 
discharge entitling a man to reenlistment. 

So that the reenlistment allowance, when 
it was first granted away back in 1855—that 
is when it was first allowed and called a 
gratuity, was intended as a bonus, for having 
Served honorably a full term of enlistment. 
This allowance was taken away from the en- 
listed man, as an economy measure. It is the 
only measure of economy, in the way of pay 
or gratuities of any kind, which has not been 
restored. Furthermore, the men, when they 
enlisted in the Coast Guard, in their original 
enlistment, intending to make a career of the 
Service, looked forward to that reenlistment 
allowance. 

Upon reenlistment the men utilize this 
money for the purchase of clothing. A man 
Upon original enlistment receives a clothing 
allowance. He does rot receive a clothing 
allowance during subsequent enlistments and 
he must pay for all clothing drawn out of the 
Day he receives. 

Mr. Ludlow. It could hardly be said now 
to be an inducement to original enlistment, 
inasmuch as it has been suspended for such 
4 long period and the individual who enlists 
knows it has not been paid and probably 


there is not any prospect it will be paid. So 
it can hardly be said to be an inducement to 





enlistment now. 

Admiral Waesche. No; except for the fact 
the man who entered the service to make a 
career of the service had that additional 
money on the statute books and expected that 
this allowance would be continued as a part 
of his pay as long as he remained in the ser- 
vice as a career. 

Mr. Taber. How many of them, do you sup- 
pose, actually thought about that when they 
reenlisted ? 

Admiral Waesche. Mr. Taber, 
idea that quite a few of them did. 

Mr. Taber. One per cent? 

Admiral Waesche. Your guess is as good 
as mine, but I would certainly make it much 
higher than one per cent. I think any man, 
when he takes a job or goes into any service, 
under a long-term contract, looks rather care- 
fully into the various kinds of emoluments he 
will receive, not only pay and allowances, but 
all the other benefits he receives from going 
into a service. I should say the average man 
would be influenced somewhat by these bene- 
fits. I have no doubt, in the days when the 
enlistment allowance was in effect, recruiting 
officers all over the country, in talking to the 
men, used that as an additional argument for 
enlistment. So I dare say it was brought to 
the attention of from 90 to 95 per cent of the 
men who enlisted through recruiting offices. 

Mr. Ludlow. Do you have any difficulty 
securing suitable material for the Coast 
Guard? 

Admiral Waesche. No, sir; we do not have 
any particular difficulty in securing material 
for the Coast Guard; but the number of re- 
enlistments is decreasing. This results in an 
increase in new enlistments and expenditures 
for clothing bounties. Accordingly, the elimi- 
nation of the $258,000 for enlistment allow- 
ances, does not represent a net saving. You 
must deduct from such sum the cost of cloth- 
ing bounties to new recruits, the necessary 
expenditures made in securing new men, and 
an indeterminate amount to cover the cost of 
training them. The present cost of a clothing 
bounty upon original enlistment is $104.50, 

Mr. Ludlow. Of course your reenlistment 
bonus proposal cannot be considered from a 
detached viewpoint; because the same princi- 
ple applies to other services, such as the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps. 

Admiral Waesche. Exactly. As a matter of 
fact, the Coast Guard is far less affected by 
this than the Army and Navy, and it is really 
a small amount involved for the Coast Guard 
compared with the Army and Navy.

Investigate Pensacola Crashes 

Rear Adm. Frank H. Sadler, member of 
the Navy General Board, was named by 
the Navy Department this week as senior 
member of a board to investigate the 
crashes of eight Navy planes in a fog at 
Pensacola, Fla., Feb. 20, which took the 
lives of two aviators. 

Assisting Admiral Sadler, the Depart- 
ment said, were Capt. Thomas Withers, 
Third Naval District; Comdr. John D. 
Price, commander of the Anacostia Naval 
Air Station, and, as recorder, Lt. Comdr. 
Harold L. Meadow, Pensacola. 

The board convened at Pensacola at 
2 P. M., Feb. 24. 

The crashes occurred when nine ad- 
vanced students and three instructors 
took off for a routine after-dark flight. A 
soupy fog rolled in from the Gulf of 
Mexico and the field was blotted out. The 
pilots were faced with the choice of hunt- 
ing an airport not fog-bound or of flying 
until gasoline supplies were exhausted. 

Three instructors and a student pilot 
headed north to outrun the fog. Lt. W. G. 
Jackson, of Vienna, Ill.; Lt. J. H. Brett, 
jr., of Savannah, Ga., and Cadet J. BE. W. 
Whitener, of High Point, N. C., landed 
safely at the Atmore, Ala., airport. Cadet 
A. C. McDonough, of Newark, N. J., made 
a safe landing at Greenville, Ala., with 
his passenger, Army Reserve Pilot F. BE. 
McDonough, his brother. 

Six student pilots reached ground 
safely by jumping, though their planes, 
estimated to cost $18,000 each, were 
wrecked, as were the two planes of the 
slain pilots. Capitaes Guilherme fF. 
Presser, Brazilian Navy, died when his 
plane crashed and burned at Corry Fieid, 
while Lt. (jg) Norman M. Ostergren, 
USN, was killed when his plane crashed 
near McDavid, Fla. 

The six who jumped safely were Lt. 
(jg) Alfonso C. T. Horta, of Brazil; Lt. 
(jg) E. G. Osborn, of St. Helena, Calif. ; 
Cadet G. FE. Chalmers, of Rutland, Vt. ; 
Lt. (jg) Thomas D. Cummins, of Wash- 
ington, D, C.; Cadet C. W. Harbert, of 
Bristol, W. Va., and Lt. (jg) Richard E. 
Harmer, of Seattle, Wash. 

Capitaes Presser was born in Santa 
Maria, State of Rio Grande do Sol, in 
1904, graduated from the Naval Academy, 
Rio de Janeiro, in 1928, and began flight 





training at Pensacola, June 30, 1988. Lt. 
(jg) Ostergren was born in St. Paul, 
Minn., in 1912, graduated from the Naval 
Academy in 1935. His home is at Ft. 
Peck, Mont. 


Nat. Gd. and Reserve Benefits 

The Senate Military Affairs Commit- 
tee, this week over-rode War Department 
opposition and included in the national 
defense bill it reported to the Senate pro- 
vision for the payment of pensions, com- 
pensation, retirement pay and hospital 
benefits to Reserve and National Guard 
personnel who are injured or killed while 
on active duty for a period exceeding 30 
days, such benefits to be the same afford- 
ed members of the Regular Army. 

Brig. Gen. Lorenzo D. Gasser, appear- 
ing before the Senate Committee, pro- 
tested against the provision. General 
Gasser said, “This proviso was inserted 
in the (House) bill by the Military Affairs 
Committee of the House in executive ses- 
sion. No opportunity was afforded the 
War Department or any other interested 
agency for comment on the merits of the 
proviso.” 

The Senate Committee, however, 
changed the wording of the bill to make it 
apply only to the personnel of the Army 
of the United States, instead of includ- 
ing Navy and Marine Corps Reserves, as 
drafted in the House. 

Concerning the War Department’s 
stand on the question, General Gasser 
said in part: 

The language of this proviso is defective 
in many respects, The phrase “or any other 
armed forces of the United States however 
designated” would include the Regular Navy, 
the Regular Marine Forces, the United States 
Coast Guard, the Naval and Marine Corps 
Reserves, and any eniergency or war other 
than officers and enlisted men of the Regular 
Army. There is question whether the Con 
gress intends that the existing laws govern- 
ing the Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard 
be changed so as to fix the retirement sys 
tem, for example, of these services upon the 
“same footing” as that of the Regular Army. 
It is evident that before this is done, informa- 
tion should be sought from the departments 
concerned, 

With respect to the National Guard the 
question arises whether the language “if 
ealled into the active military service” could 
be held to cover the “National Guard of the 
United States.” Existing laws provide that 
the “National Guard" of the States may be 
“called” into the active service. Unless this 
language is corrected, the results might be

Oppose Navy Restriction 

The Secretary of the Navy this week 
in a letter to Chairman Carl Vinson of 
the House Naval Affairs Committee, rec 
ommended against a bill prohibiting offi 
cers of the Navy from serving more than 
four years out of any consecutive eight 
years on duty in the Navy Department in 
Washington. 

The Secretary stated: 

The bill (CH. R. 92) prohibiting officers of 
the Navy from serving more than four years 
out of any consecutive eight years on duty 
in the Navy Department, Washington, PD. C., 
was referred to the Navy Department by your 
committee with a request for report and rec 
ommendation. 

The purpose of the bill H. QR. 92 is to pro 
hibit officers of the United States Navy of the 
grade of ensign and above, with certain ex 
ceptions, from serving on duty in the Navy 
Department, Washington, D. C., more than 
four out of any eight consecutive years unless 
the President shall determine that the public 
interests so require. 

The present policy of the Navy Department 
does not permit an officer to have two con 
secutive tours of shore duty in the Navy 
Department unless the Secretary of the Navy 
determines the necessity thereof in each case. 

Although the policy outlined above has 
been adopted as the governing rule, there is 
also an endeavor to select specially qualified 
officers for some of the more important ad 
ministrative duties in the Navy Department 
in order that the Government may derive the 
maximum benefit from their specialized 
knowledge of departmental procedure, This, 
naturally, frequently results in the necessity 
of assigning some officers to one or more 
repeated tours of duty in the Navy Depart 
ment. 

The Navy Department comsiders that any 
legislative restriction governing assignments 
to duty would be detrimental to the efficiency 
of the Naval Establishment in that it would 
eurtail the administrative authortiy of the 
Secretary of the Navy. 

The Navy Department recommends against 
the enactment of the bill H. R. 92. 

The bill H. R. 92 is not in accord with the 
program of the President.

House Rejects Guam Base 


Climaxing three days of intensive de- 
bate, the House of Representatives on 
Thursday, Feb. 23, passed the Naval air 
base bill by a vote of 368 to 4, Before 
passing the bill, however, the House voted 
205 to 108 to eliminate the section of the 
measure authorizing the expenditure of 
$5,000,000 for harbor improvements at 
Guam, Led by Representative Willlam J, 
Sutphin, of N. J., who offered the amend- 
ment which was adopted dropping Guam 
from the measure, the Republican minor- 
ity and a number of their Democratic col- 
leagues voted the Guam proviso out of 
the measure. 

The elimination of Guam came as a 
distinct surprise to observers, who had 
been confident that the authorization 
would be passed by the Llouse as reported 
by the committee, First indication of the 
strength of the opposition to Guam came 
when both Democratic and Republican 
members attacked the thirty minute limit 
on debate on the issue that had been set 
when the bill was first brought to the 
floor, Chairman Carl Vinson of the Naval 
Affairs Committee who sponsored the 
agreement limiting debate on the amend- 
ment to strike out the Guam authoriza- 
tion, fought vigorously against any exten- 
sion of time but was finally forced to ex- 
tend the time ten minutes as a com- 
promise gesture, 

The forty minute debate was featured 
by oratorical fireworks as proponents and 
opponents alternately justified and con- 
demned the disputed authorization. 

The elimination of the Guam proviso 
reduced the amount authorized by the bill 
to be spent for the development of Naval 
air bases from $52,000,000 to $47,000,000, 

With the exception of the action taken 
on Guam, the bill was passed in the same 
form as it came from the committee, De- 
bate began on Tuesday, Feb, 21, with the 
(iuam issue immediately taking prime 
prominence in the discussion, The first 
statement in support of the Guam provi- 
sion was made by Representative BE. E. 
Cox, of Ga., of the louse Rules Commit- 
tee, who urged that the members of the 
louse consider the proposal us a harbor 
improvement only and that they examine 
carefully the statements of Adm, William 
DD). Leahy, Chief of Naval Operations and 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy Charles 
Edison to the effect that there was no 
proposal to fortify Guam, He continued, 
suying, “I wish to state that I had enter- 
tained some apprehensions with regard to 
the proposal to improve Guam, but, after 
my examination of the hearings before 
the Committee on Naval Affairs, those 
fears were altogether dissipated,” 

Attacking the authorization, Repre- 
sentative Willlam M. Colmer, of Miss., 
questioned the inclusion of a “harbor im- 
provement” project in a Naval bill, He 
asserted that he was of the opinion that 
such a project might better be included in 
rivers and harbors legislation, Repre- 
sentative Warren GG, Magnuson, of 
Wash., then rose and defended the inclu- 
sion of the project in the Naval bill on 
the grounds that Guam is a distinctly Na- 
val reservation, with all work controlled 
by the Navy. Representative Colmer con- 
cluded his remarks by saying that “If the 
islind is not to be fortified eventually, 
then we are wasting $5,000,000, and, more 
than that, we might be building for 
Japan or some other aggressive nation 
who would tuke it away from us and use 
it against us. On the other hand,'I am 
unalterably opposed to expending such a 
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Enlisted Men’s School Details 


Pending the printing of changes in AR 
350-110, October 6, 1936, and AR 615-360, 
April 4, 1935, the following changes in 
those regulations are being published: 

1. AR 8W-110.—Paragraph 16a is changed 
as foliows: 

16. Students.—a.. Selection, detail, relief, 
monthly standing, diplomas, etc.—Selection 
of personnel for detail, and detail as students 
at each school, will be in accordance with the 
regulations for that school, 

(1) No enlisted man will be detailed to at- 
tend, as a student, the regular course at a 
special service school unless such enlisted 
man has at least two years and eight months 
to serve in his current enlistment on the date 
the course begins. If the unexpired portion 
of the current enlistment of an enlisted man 
is not sufficient to permit his detail under 
the foregoing, he may be discharged and re- 
enlisted in order to permit such detail; such 
discharge aud reenlistment will be accom- 
plished after receipt of the order for attend- 
ance at the school and prior to departure 
therefor. 

(2) Every enlisted man who is detailed to 
attend the regular course at a special service 
school will be notified by his commanding 
officer that, if he completes the course, he 
will not be permitted to purchase his dis- 
charge, except in case of dependency of near 
relatives, during the enlistment in which he 
attends the school; and he will be given an 
opportunity to decline the detail if he so 
desires. The fact that this subparagraph has 
been read to the enlisted man will be en- 
tered on his Service Record under “Remarks 
—Administrative.” 

(3) An enlisted man selected for detail to 
attend a service school as a student will be 
physically examined by a medical officer. If 
upon such examination he is found physi- 
cally qualified for the duty at the school, a 
medical officer's certificate to that effect will 
be forwarded with the enlisted man’s records 
to the school. If upon such examination he 
is found physically disqualified for the duty 
at the school, he will not be sent thereto, 

2. AR 615-360.—a. Paragraph 1a(4) Is 
added as follows: 

(4) Retained tn the service after expiration 
of service, under the provisions of paragraph 
7, AR 615-210. 

b. Paragraph 26c(2) (d) is added as fol- 
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lows: 

(d) He has graduated from the regular 
course at a special service school during tne 
enlistment in which he is serving. 

Pending the receipt of revision of W.D., 
A.G.O. Form No. 21, the following will 
be inserted in the “Statement of Appli- 
cant,” at the top of page 2: 

“that if I am detailed to attend a special 
service school and complete the course, I will 
not be eligible for discharge by purchase 
during this enlistment except for dependency 
of near relatives.” 


Gen. Craig Endorses Army Day 


“By the assurance of adequacy of our 
military power,” says General Malin 
Craig, Chief of Staff of the Army, “we 
obviate most of the possibility of neces- 
sity for a declaration of war such as was 
proclaimed twenty-two years ago.” 

Under the sponsorship of the Military 
Order of the World War, annually on 
April 6th, Army Day is celebrated 
throughout the Nation, It commemorates 
America’s entry into the World War on 
April 6, 1917. 

General Craig’s letter, issued Feb. 21, 
to the Commander-in-Chief of the Mili- 
tary Order of the World War, reads as 
follows: 

“Dear Colonel Wentworth: 

“Thank you for your invitation to express 
my approval of the 1939 Army Day. 

“Army Day commemorates the entrance of 
the United States into the last great world 
conflict, Its purposes, however, extend far 
beyond any mere celebration of a declaration 
of a state of war. Army Day was instituted 
to assure that during one twenty-four hour 
period of each year the personnel, the activi- 
ties, and the requirements of the military 
forces receive the primary attention of the 
American people. By the assurance of ade- 
quacy of our military power, we obviate 
much of the possibility of necessity for a 
declaration of war such as was proclaimed on 
April 6th twenty-two years ago. 

“The Military Order of the World War has 
sponsored Army Day since 1927. That Order 
has the gratitude of the military establish- 
ment and of the American public for its 
educational efforts on behalf of the national 
security.

Computing the Army Ration 


Pending the printing of changes in AR 
30-2210, January 16, 1936, paragraphs 17a 
and d, 22b, and 25 of those regulations 
have been changed as follows: 

17. Money value of the ration.—a. On the 
first of the month, or whenever a new station 
is established, sales officers will compute the 
money value of the ration in use at their 
stations at the current prices of its normal 
components indicated in paragraph 4b, ec, and 
d, and in accordance with the procedure pre- 
scribed by paragraph 3b, AR 30-2290, and 
will communicate it to all organization com- 
manders. The computing of more than one 
ration value during the month because of 
change in sizes of ration component con- 
tainers or change in type of components, such 
as from fresh milk to evaporated milk and 
vice versa, is not authorized. 

d. When soft bread is purchased com- 
mercially at a station for use as a component 
article of the ration, its price together with 
the price of the flour portion prescribed in 
note 5, paragraph 4b, will be used in com- 
puting the value of the ration. 

22. Closing the account. 

b. For men authorized to mess separately. 
~— See paragraphs 35 and 40, AR 345-400. 

25. Troops detached.—When, under para- 
graph 18a, purchase of component articles of 
the ration is made in commercial markets 
from organization mess funds in quantities 
which (together with those purchased from 
the sales officer) do not exceed the ration 
allowance, but the total cost of which exceeds 
the cost of the component articles of the 
ration at the prices used in figuring the ra- 
tion and savings account, the organization 
fund will be reimbursed for the excess cost, 
upon claims submitted by organization com- 
manders and approved by the commanding 
officer, to the sales officer at the station from 
which the troops were rationed, in the fol- 
lowing form, payment to be made on a sup- 
plemental ration and savings account by the 
disbursing officer designated to make pay- 
ments for that station: 

(1) Claim for reimbursement of organiza- 
em Game OF ccccccee to cover cost of ration 
articles purchased from the organization fund 
because of the impracticability of securing 
them from the station at which the value of 
ration was computed, the quantity purchased, 
together with that obtained from the sales 
officer at issuing station, being within the 
ration allowance, is submitted as follows:

General Warfield on Board 

The following is quoted from an article 
in the January 1939 issue of “The Laun- 
dryman”: 

“Pursuant with the by-laws for the Na- 
tional Association adopted on November 
13 at the convention in Pittsburgh, Pa., 
Haywood M. Wiley, national president, 
has announced the appointment of Brig.

The 
fact that a man of the high caliber of 
General Warfield has consented to repre- 
sent the institutions on the national board 
shows that the association’s educational 
movement is gaining recognition as a vit- 
al factor in the industry. Every laundry 
manager who belongs to an association 
can feel justly proud of his membership 
when outstanding heads of hotels, hos- 
pitals and institutions interest themselves 
in this movement.” 


Military Training for CCC 

Civilian Conservation Corps officials 
yesterday objected to militarization of 
the CCO in hearings before the House 
labor committee. A _ bill introduced by 
Representative Richards would require 
six hours per week military training. 

Brig. Gen. George P. Tyner, assistant 
chief of staff, said that the War Depart- 
ment “never advocated military training 
for the CCC,” but that if Congress re- 
quested it, it would be confined to disci- 
pline and simple drill with no weapons. 
He said that military training was a “full 
time job” and that the enrollees’ time is 
already well taken up. 

James J. MacEntee, acting director of 
the CCC told the committee: “I do not 
think the American people would look 
favorably on such a project. We haven't 
any right to take this group of boys from 
poor families and tell them we are going 
to train them to defend the country. De- 
fense is everybody’s job and if it is to be 
applied to these boys it ought to be gen- 
eral.”

Social Disease Rule Tightened 


Discovery and report of an infection of 
venereal disease by any other than the 
sufferer will be the basis of summary 
court martial proceedings against the 
person who failed to report this infec- 
tion, the Navy’s Bureau of Navigation 
stated this week. 

Circular Letter 5-39, which amends 
Letter 21-37 provides for summary court 
martial for: 

“(b) Concealing venereal disease. (In- 
fection discovered and reported by any 
other person than man concerned, If in- 
fected person voluntarily reports his 
symptoms, no disciplinary action other 
than that given in (a) will be taken re- 
gurdless of lapse of time between date of 
infection and date of voluntary report.)” 

The old regulation provided for court 
martial for discovery of infection during 
surprise inspection, 

Paragraph (a) quoted in the amended 
order is the same rule as that now in ef- 
fect. It provides for loss of pay and time 
only, for those admitted to sick list on 
voluntary application for treatment. 
Paragraph (c), providing for court mar- 
tial for those absent without leave while 
on the venereal list, also remains un- 
changed. 





Navy School Quotas Raised 

Increased quotas for students at sev- 
eral of the Navy’s Class A, B and © 
schools for enlisted men, as well as 
changes in course lengths were announced 
by the Bureau of Navigation this week. 

In the Class A schools, the quota of 
the Norfolk Group II school has been 
raised from 80 to 92 men; that of the 
San Diego school to 188 from 100, In each 
case the course this year, as last year, 
will run 16 weeks. 

The quota of the Bugler School at San 
Diego has been raised from 18 to 24; of 
the Hospital Corpsmen School at Vorts- 
mouth, Va., to 160 from an inoperative 
status last year, while the Hospital 
Corpsmen School at San Diego will have 
only 140 students this year as against 
220 last year. 

The quota of the Navy School of Musie, 
Washington Navy Yard, has been more 
than doubled. Vhis year 184 (12 first 
musicians and 172 recruits) will be given 
instruction as against 94 (6 first musi- 
cians and 88 recruits) last year. 

Last year the Torpedomen (elemen- 
tary) school at San Diego had a quota of 
30 men for a 20-week course; this year 
120 men will be given eight to twenty 
week courses in Torpedo, elementary and 
advanced and fire control. The Gyro 
Compass School at San Diego will have a 
quota of 40 men against last year’s 30 
while the course will be enlarged from 12 
to 16 weeks which is the same as that 
of the New York Gyro Compass School 
whose quota remains unchanged at 15. 

The Diesel Engines Schools at New 
London Submarine Base and aboard the 
Utah will include firemen second-class as 
well as machinist mates first and second- 
class and firemen first class as students. 
The Utah’s quota will be 40 instead of the 
indefinite quota of the Medusa last year. 

Twenty torpedomen may take the ad- 
vanced torpedo course at Newport which 
was inoperative last year. The quota of 








the Cooks and Bakers School at San Diego 
has been doubled from last year’s 20, 
while the course length has been de- 
creased from 16 to 12 weeks. On the other 
hand the length of the Officers’ Stewards 
and Officers’ Cooks School course at San 
Diego has been increased from 10 to 16 
weeks. The quota of the Stenography 
School at San Diego has been jumped 
from 15 to 30. 

A Bombsight School will be established 
at Naval Proving Ground, Dahlgren, Vua., 
with a quota of seven men who will be as- 
signed by the bureau. Bombsight schools 
will also be established at San Diego and 
Pearl Harbor for men assigned by the 
Commander of Aircraft, Scouting Force. 

A six-weeks’ Automatic Pilot School 
will be opened at Sperry Gyroscope Co., 
ElSegundo, Calif., for two selected avia- 
tion machinist mates first-class, while the 
course maintained by the same company 
at its Brooklyn, N. Y., plant for an in- 
definite number of men will be increased 
from three to six weeks in length. 

The monthly allocation of about 40 
men at'the Submarine School, New Lon- 
don, will be decreased to about 30 men. 





New C. O. for Constitution 

Assignment of Lt. Comdr. Hermann P. 
Knickerbocker as new commanding officer 
of the reconstructed Frigate Constitution, 
which is now tied up at Boston, was an- 
nounced this week by the Navy Depart- 
ment, 

Lieutenant Commander Knickerbocker 
will be detached from the USS Erie, June 
22, to succeed Lt. (jg) KE. G. Chase whose 
new assignment has not yet been an- 
nounced. 

The Constitution was rebuilt several 
years ago through public subscription and 
taken on a tour of United States ports. 
or more than three years, however, she 
has been tied up at Boston. 





CPO Eligibility Lists Published 

The Navy Department this week issued 
eligibility lists for chief petty officers 
based on successful completion of exami- 
nations held Noy. 25, 1988. Men named 
on these lists will be cligible for promo 
tion as vacancies occur, after present 
lists are exhausted. 

On the lists are 146 candidates for chief 
boatswain’s mate: 48 for chief gunner’s 
mate; 44 for chief torpedoman; 382 for

Ile was appointed 
second lieutenant in the Marine Corps in 
1904, after serving an enlistment in the 
Army. He has been Adjutant and Inspee- 
tor since March 1, 1937, and has also 
served as special aide at the White 
House, inspector in the Haitian Constab- 
ulary, Chief of Staff of the Guardia Na- 
cional of that country, and later chief of 
staff and commandant of the Garde 
a’ Haiti.

IN A NUMBER OF NEWSPAPERS THROUGHOUT the country, there have 
appeared items concerning the French Aviation Mission, captioned, “The President 
overrules General Craig.” To everyone familiar with the maneuvers of Washington, 
it was clear the items were politically inspired, and that the object was to induce 
the belief among the people that the President, in ordering the sale to the French 
of the planes being developed under Army supervision, was disregarding deliberately 
the advice of the Chief of Staff. In other words, National Defense was to be weakened 
by the President in spite of the objection of his military adviser, and, therefore, 
Congress should take steps to prevent a headstrong Executive from pursuing a course 
regarded by that Adviser as dangerous to the safety of the Nation. The President, 
being an old hand at politics, was aware before his departure for the Caribbean Sea 
of this effort to cloud his activities, and properly paid no attention to it. That Con- 
gress, too, realized there are no differences between the President and the Chief of 
Staff, is shown by the overwhelming vote by which the House approved the increased 
armament program, and by the equally overwhelming vote by which the Senate 
Military Committee has reported the House measure. The President, of course, knew 
all the facts, and Congress had learned them through the testimony taken by its com- 
mittees. Those facts are that General Craig was absent on a needed vacation when 
the French Mission arrived in Washington; that the Secretary of War carrying out 
the duty imposed upon him, called to the attention of the President the policy ap- 
proved by the latter for the protection of our air secrets; that once the President 
rendered his decision the War Department, Secretary Woodring and General Craig, 
who had returned to his desk, loyally carried it out. In the matter of the increased 
armament program, the Secretary and General Craig were exceedingly useful to the 
President in guiding him in the formulation of his recommendations to Congress. 
There were no rows and no controversies, merely the usual administrative discussion. 
The program finally evolved was based upon the advice of General Craig. We realize 
the matter is not important, and in recalling what actually occurred, we are writing 
less for the Army, which is thoroughly familiar with the procedure normally followed, 
than for the country, which may have gotten an impression that differences exist be- 
tween the President and the Chief of Staff, which, happily, is not the case. 


IT APPEARS THAT THE administration and the Bureau of the Budget will 
again be successful in their efforts to deprive the enlisted men of the armed services 
of that portion of their pay known as the reenlistment allowance. Despite the fact 
that the provision suspending the payments was stricken from the Independent Offices 
appropriation bill by the House and that the Senate Appropriations Committee did not 
see fit to put the limitation in the measure, the Senate has put it in by amendment. The 
bill now goes to conference with the Senate committed to continuing the ban and the 
House opposed to it only on a point of order. Judging by past experience the conferees 
will agree to reenactment of the suspension, and thus continue for another fiscal year 
this hold-over from the economy era that constitutes a salary reduction upon the lowest 
paid class of government workers. The contention is made by administration leaders 
that the reenlistment allowance is paid only to stimulate men to reenlist in the ser- 
vices and thus keep the experienced men in the armed forces. It would seem that the 
career men who have stayed in the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard and 
who now continue to reenlist even though the allowance is suspended should not be 
penalized by being deprived of this item of pay. By long custom they have come to 
look forward to these payments to supplement their meager income to meet the many 
obligations with which they are faced. To resume the payments in all the armed ser- 
vices would represent only a small outlay from the Treasury—so small as to be 
negligible in comparison with even the regular annual appropriations, much less in 
comparison with the terrific relief expenditures. The continuation of the suspension 
can be justified only by a general overhauling of pay schedules with a view to giving 
service men a scale more commensurate with their worth to the nation.

Secretary Morgenthau: “I’m surprised at 
you, Hanes. But after all that’s the reason 
you are the Under Secretary. Now I'll tell 
you. A radial fuselage is a device that con- 
nects the pilot stick with the propeller blade 
passing through the engines. The Germans 
have a honey. We, pah!” 

Admiral Peoples: “Mr. Morgenthau, isn’t 
there anything you don’t know? To be so well 
informed you must have flown many times 
in Army planes.” ; 

Secretary Morgenthau: “An unnecessary ob- 
servation, Peoples. I have seen money fly, and 
I know money. I have seen Army planes 
fly, ergo I know Army planes.” 

Under Secretary Hanes: “A proper rebuke, 
Mr. Secretary. There’s nothing mysterious 
about a plane.” 

Secretary Morgenthau: “Correct. A plane 
is just like an automobile but in the air. 
It has a speedometer and gas. It has wings 
—let me see, some of them are named after 
a club—Ohb, yes, Rotary. Then there’s the 
question of tensile strength and loops, and 
aerodynamics, and various other things you 
wouldn't know about, and, oh yes, the engine, 
or I should say the motor, well whatever the 
technical term—naturally I do not fill my 
mind with trifles like that.” 

Rear Admiral Peoples: “Mr. Secretary your 
knowledge is really uncanny. I know now 
why you were able to tell Congress that we 
have only two plane models that could stand 
for a second against the Germans.” 

Secretary Morgenthau: “Well, I felt Con- 
gress ought to know the truth. They’re mak- 
ing a great-to-do about the French learning 
our secrets as a result of my action. Well, let 
them. The French are promising to pay, 
aren’t they?” 

Under Secretary Hanes: “Had you better 
say that, Mr. Secretary? Remember the 
French owe us a world war debt of a couple 
of billions, and a cantankerous member of 
Congress might call attention to it.” 

Rear Admiral Peoples: “That’s wholly un- 
necessary advice Hanes. The Secretary always 
knows what to say and what not to say.” 

Under Secretary Hanes and Rear Admiral 
Peoples, together: “Really the President 
should order secretary Morgenthau to wear 
wings!”

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











Foreign Affairs—It has not escaped the Chancelleries of the world that the United 
States is increasing steadily its pressure for peace upon the Authoritarian Nations. 
Here are the developments which demonstrate this fact: The President, before join- 
ing the United States Fleet, stated that something might occur which would necessi- 
tate his hurried return to Washington. From the Fleet, his Naval Aide wirelessed the 
Press an indication that Problem XX which the Fleet is conducting, relates less to 
the Panama Canal than to the defense of the Western Hemisphere, The Senate Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee increased the number of airplanes authorized under the new 
armament bill to 6,000. The House passed the bill for the establishment of strategic 
naval bases, refusing, however, to permit the improvements at Guam. The Adminis- 
tration expects the Senate to authorize the Guam as well as the other Pacific, Alaskan 
and Caribbean Sea projects. The debates in Congress on the armament bills disclosed 
that generally there is no objection to the policy of the President with respect to the 
commercial sale of planes to France or Great Britain. In short, the Authoritarian 
Nations are faced by an united America as represented by the President and Congress, 
a nation making itself even more powerful for war should it come, and opening its 
factories to purchases by democratic governments. Nor have Italy and Germany 
lost sight of the indication that the maneouvres in progress in the Atlantic are serving 
as training for a movement towards Europe should developments justify such a step. 

Simultaneously with the augmentation of American armaments, Prime Minister 
Chamberlain announced another huge armament program, and subsequently he, 
Premier Daladier and Ambassador Bullitt declared that the Democracies are deter- 
mined to defend their liberties and their territories against the Totalitarian Nations, 
These actions and declarations cannot be considered as in any way impulsive. They 
were the result of careful deliberation upon various developments, which indicate 
the belief of Germany and Italy that a serious international crisis is about to involve 
the world. German Generals are conferring with Italian leaders in Libya, and to that 
country has been brought strong Italian reenforcements. Clashes between French 
and Italian troops on the Tunisian frontier are denied, but admittedly a situation 
exists which may precipitate them. France has reoccupied Somali territory which 
she ceded to Italy, and the Italians have increased their military strength upon the 
border of French Somaliland. The slackening of activity in German munitions fac- 
tories, which began following the Munich agreement, has been succeeded by a speeding 
up of production. The Reserve mobilization ordered for the last of February has not 
been cancelled, and is imminent. It is generally accepted that Ilitler will support 
Mussolini’s demands upon France. Apparently believing that Great Britain and 
France will be too occupied in Europe to thwart her ambitions in China, Japan has 
taken several steps regarded as significant—occupation of Hainan Island, threat to 
control the International Settlement at Shanghai, and the “accidental” bombing of 
Hong Kong which the Tokyo authorities describe as a “mistake”. 

The refusal of the Ilouse to authorize harbor improvements at Guam is apt to 
embarrass the Administration’s handling of the Far Eastern situation, especially if 
the Senate should concur, This little island has bulked largely in Japanese conscious- 
ness. It’s possible use as an American base has concerned the Japanese authorities 
from the time of its annexation by the United States. It was our agreement not to 
fortify it that induced Japan to agree to the 5-5-3 naval ratio. If Congress, after 
further consideration should permit the harbor improvements recommended by the 
Ilepburn Board, undoubtedly the Tokyo Government will regard the action as an 
announcement that in spite of our declaration of Philippine independence, we intend 
to remain in the Far East, and that we will require consideration as a Power with 
Asiatic interests. If Congress declines to permit the Guam project, Japan will be 
inclined to pay less attention than she has done hitherto to the representations of the 
State Department with respect to the integrity of an open door in China. 


Scrap Iron and Steel—The statement of Emory E. Smith, dollar-a-year commis- 
sioner for the War Industries Board during the Worjd War, that this country’s re- 
serves of iron and steel scrap had been dangerously depleted by the exportation during 
the last five years of 12,000,000 tons of the material, focused attention to the fact that 
there are three bills pending before Congress to regulate scrap exports. Mr. Smith 
stated earlier this month, that the exports had, first, enabled Japan to war on China 
(Japan is said to have bought 7,500,000 tons of the metal here during the period), and 
second, “sabotaged” America’s chances of victory in a major war. : 

A third reason for curtailing scrap was brought out at hearings held in 1937-8 
by a Senate sub-committee headed by Sen. Thomas of Utah, on a 75th Congress bill. 
Proponents of control of exports pointed out then that small steel mills were de- 
pendent upon scrap rather than pig iron as raw materials of their steel, that rapidly 
rising scrap prices were threatening to put them out of business. The bill discussed at 
that time was 8S. 2025, providing that steel plate scrap should not be exported except 
upon license issued by the President. In addition there was a Senate Joint Resolution, 
180, asking for establishment of a joint committee of three senators and three repre- 
sentatives to study scrap and iron ore resources. 

At that time General Malin Craig stated that he saw no reason for conservation 
of exports at the time, but said passage of a bill which would give the President 
control of exports seemed to be in the national interest. 

Secretary of the Navy Swanson stated that if the bill was amended to include 
iron and steel scrap, instead of steel plate scrap only, his department would endorse 
it. The Federal Trade Commission partly backed the Navy's stand, stating that 
while it would not comment on the necessity of the bill, it would serve no purpose 
unless it included iron and steel scrap, as well as steel plate scrap. Charles Kk. West, 
then Under Secretary of the Interior, saw no need for the bill, while Secretaries 
Roper (Commerce) and Hull (State) opposed it as creating conditions more harmful 
than those sought to be remedied. The bill and resolution failed of passage. 

There are now three bills before the 76th Congress. House Joint Resolution 42, 
introduced by Rep. Crawford, provides only that scrap iron and steel shall be included 
in the materials which shall be embargoed when the President invokes the Neutrality 
Act against aggressor nations. H. R. 979, also introduced by Congressman Crawford, 
prohibits exports except as licensed by the Secretary of Commerce. H. R. 3149, 
introduced by Representative Fish, would prohibit exports to Japan and China. War 
Department officials this week reiterated that their position now was the same as in 
19237—that a bill on the books was desirable, that the Department would endorse a 
bill authorizing licensing of scrap exports. 





Navy Retired Pay—Navy Department officials now will immediately put into effect 
the retired pay provisions of the line personnel Act of June 23, 1938, which were 
clarified for them by the ruling of the Comptroller General issued last week. A great 
deal of comment has been provoked by the Comptroller General's decision, which, 
in summary form holds as follows: 

An oflicer advanced to lieutenant commander on retirement under Sect. 12k of 
the act is entitled to 24% per cent of his active duty pay as a lieutenant commander, 
multiplied by the number of years of service for which he is entitled to @ edit in the 
computation of his longevity pay, not to exceed 75 per cent of active duty pay. 

Officers retired under Sects. 11b and 12f of the act are entitled to retired pay 
based upon 24% per cent of the active duty pay of the grade in which the law provides 
they shall be paid retired pay, multiplied by the number of years of service credited 
in prior laws, that is, under Sect. 11b the grade in which retired, and under Sect. 12f 
the grade from which promoted, but in either case not to exceed 75 per cent of their 
active duty pay. 

A lieutenant who for retirement purposes falls within both the provisions of Sects. 
12k and 12(1) is entitled to retirement in either case in the grade of lieutenant com- 
mander and to the retired pay provided in either of the said sections, whichever is the 
greater. 

Oflicers who for retirement purposes fall within both the provisions of Sects, 12f 
and 12(1) of the act are entitled to promotion coincident with retirement in either 
cause and to the retired pay bused upon the grade from which promoted as provided in 
either of the sections, whichever is greater. 

The last proviso of Sect. 14a of the act that “no officer discharged by reason of 
revocation of commission within a period of probation shall receive advanced pay or 
allowances upon such discharge,” being broader in its terms than the enacting clause 
to which it is attached, must operate as a general enactment and control matters 
not within the enacting clause, and accordingly is for application to those officers who 
were serving under revokable commissions under the terms of Sect. 2 of the Act of 
May 6, 1932, and who under the terms of that act were, within the discretion of the 
Secretary of the Navy, in some cases permitted to receive advanced pay. 


Ordnance Department—It is now a little more than two years since the Tenth 
Ordnance Service Company, located at Langley Field, Va., established itself 
among various units in the General Headquarters Air Force. Commanded by Maj. 
Edison A. Lynn, OD, this unit began its important role at the time of the organization 
of the GHQ Air Force, when it was deemed necessary to furnish Ordnance service 
equivalent to that provided for other major components of the Army. The original 
plan provided six platoons in the entire company ; one at each of the air bases included 
in the organization of the GHQ Air Force. These six platoons in the organization of 
the GHQ Air Force are still in effect, the main platoon being at Langley Field, Va.; 
the Second Platoon at Mitchel Field, N. Y.; the Third Platoon at Selfridge Field, 
Mich.; the Fourth Platoon at March Field, Calif.; the Fifth Platoon at Hamilton 
Field, Calif. and the Sixth Platoon at Barksdale Field, La. 

The First Platoon comprised an initial strength of one officer and 43 enlisted 
men. In addition to all other duties as Air Base and Second Wing Ordnance Oflicer, 
Maj. Edison A. Lynn was assigned as commanding officer of this organization. This 
outfit was organized from enlisted personnel who voluntarily transferred to the 
various platoons from the Third Ordnance Service Company, the Sixth Ordnance 
Maintenance Company, Air Corps organizations and through recruiting. As soon as 
the men and officers were provided with the basic fundamentals, the necessity for 
training men to handle the new problems of modern aviation was realized and, 
through the personal efforts of both Col. Russell L. Maxwell and Major Lynn, the 
Tenth Ordnance Service Company School of Aviation Ordnance was established. 
Classes moved underway on October 1, 1937, with a complete faculty of two officers, 
three noncommissioned officers and one civilian, viz.: Col. Russell Maxwell, Chief 
Director; Capt. Edward P. Mechling, Director; Mr. Thomas L. Gaines, ammunition 
inspector of all items pertaining to ammunition; Tech. Sgt. Robert F. Tokoly, Chief 
Instructor of the entire class; Staff Sgt. Francis FE, Rogan, Instructor of Small Arms, 
and Sgt. Fred Riley, Assistant Instructor of Small Arms. The extensive bombing 
with both practice and demolition bombs in the fall of 1937 presented the Ordnance 
Department a splendid opportunity to study the technique of bomb service. 

Upon return from the March, 1938, Second Wing Exercises in Florida, it was 
necessary for the Tenth Ordnance Service Company to prepare for the General Head- 
quarters May maneuvers throughout the Northeastern Section of the United States. 
This exercise called for the full participation of the Ordnance members, 25 officers, 
80 enlisted men, and approximately 40 trucks being employed. Bombs were available 
for Pursuit, and Ordnance service was faithfully provided at twenty air fields. Later, 
the October Anti-aircraft Exercises kept the Langley Field Platoon busy providing 
all needed Ordnance service for both Langley Field and the Pope Field, N. C., areas. 

The Tenth Ordnance Service Company recently celebrated “Organization Day” 
with a banquet at Hampton, Va. The principal guests included Lt. Col. Edward Mont- 
gomery, Chemical Warfare Officer of the Second Wing; Maj. Steward H. Elliott, 
Ordnance Officer of Fort Monroe, Va.; Maj, Edison A. Lynn, Second Wing Ordnance 
Officer ; 2nd Lt. Harry R. Melton, jr., Assistant Air Base Adjutant of the Peninsula 
Airdrome; Mr. Jefferies, civilian employee of the Ordnance Department at Fort 
Monroe; Thomas L. Gaines, Ammunition Inspector of the GHQ Air Force, and W. 0. 
Henry C. Wathen. Members of the First Platoon, Tenth Ordnance Service Company, 
who were present, included: Technical Sergeants Ernest Beseler, Robert F. Tokoly ;

Naval Aeronautics—The first of 21 ultra-modern flying boats being built for the 
Navy at a contract price of $5,299,538 was launched in Middle River, Md., this week. 
While carefully withholding all data on the new craft’s design and performance, it 
was stated at the Department that she was superior to current craft in the Navy— 
having greater speed, maneuvering power and carrying capacity. No comments would 
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be made on the craft’s flying range, however, not even a comparison with ranges of 
present ships. 

The ship appears to weigh about 30 tons and is designed for patrol bombing or 
general reconnaissance. She has a high gull wing about 140 feet long, with a slender 
taper and thin cross-section. The floats at the wing tips retract into the wings. She 
is powered with what appears to be two twin-row 1,000-horsepower Wright radial 
motors, set into the wing and turning three-bladed propellors. There is a gun turret 
in the bow of the plane and a machine-gun blister on each side of the fuselage, a few 
feet aft of the trailing edge of the wing. A hatch is located atop the fuselage at the 
trailing edge. A crew of seven men will be carried. 

Award of contract for one of the planes was made as the result of design com- 
petition held in the spring of 1937, but the order was enlarged Dec. 1987, to 21 
planes, all of which are scheduled to be delivered this year. Contract for 56 engines 
and spare parts for the ships was awarded at $1,008,217. 


Corps of Engineers—Appointment of two railroad executives, both colonels in the 
Engineer-Reserve, to responsible railroad operations posts which would be created in 
the event of an emergency was announced this week by the Corps of Army Engineers. 
Col. Carl B. Gray, jr., executive vice president of the Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis 
and Omaha Railroad Co. and son of the former president of the Union Pacific, was 
assigned to duty as manager of the military railroad service in the theater of opera- 
tions. Col. Charles D. Young, a vice president of the Pennsylvania Railroad, was 
appointed head of the railway section of the O. C. of F. 

Colonel Gray, in event of emergency would be responsible for the operations of 
all military railways in the theater of operations, whether in this country or abroad, 
under the supervision of the Director of Railways. Assuming command of such of 
the organized reserve battalions as would be mobilized from the railroad companies 
and all other military railway troops which would be sent to the theater of oper- 
ations, he would be responsible for routing of all trains bearing supplies, troops and 
equipment in the war zone, having control of an area which would extend behind the 
lines to the nearest convenient division points. The railroad battalions which he 
could command have 780 officers and men each, divided into a headquarters company, 
maintenance of way company, maintenance of equipment company and operating 
company—each company composed of railroad men experienced in such work. Mainte- 
nance of way would be confined to normal upkeep; the reconstruction of damaged 
tracks or extension of rails would devolve upon the regular Engineer troops assigned 
to that duty. 

Colonel Young’s duties on the other hand would be carried out in Washington. 
It would be his duty to assist the Chief of Engineers in strategic railway planning, 
in development of designs for equipment and rolling stock, in procurement of per- 
sonnel required for military railway organizations and coordination of railway 
needs in the theater of operations with those in the interior. His office would be the 
principal contact of the Chief of Engineers with the railway industry.

The reason for the furor was the fact that, following the name of the sender of 
the wire, was Charlotte Amalie, the name of the town in which the Navy’s radio sta- 
tion is located. 


Medical Department—In view of the fact that foreign medical schools and the 
medical faculties of foreign universities have not been classified by the Council on 
Medical Education of the American Medical Association, with the exception of those 
in the Dominion of Canada, it has been decided that waiver of license to practice 
medicine in a State, Territory or the District of Columbia, provided in paragraph 
Ge (1) (b), Army Regulations 140-33, July 30, 1936, will not be granted in the case 
of the graduates of such schools, except classified Canadian schools. 


Fleet Problem—tThe first definite information relative to conduct of the Navy's 
war games was given in Tuesday's message from the cruiser Houston, the President's 
flagship for the maneuvers. In this message, Capt. D. J. Callaghan, the President's 
nuval aide, stated, “the exercises are not being conducted in the Caribbean Sea, nor 
do they relate to the defense of the Panama Canal, which is 1500 or more miles west 
of the scene of the fleet problem.” This elimination still leaves plenty of water in 
which unolflicial observers may drown themselves while attempting to assist the Navy 
in solving Meet Problem XX. Further information said, “contacts between scattered 
light forces have been numerous out in the Atlantic Ocean well to the eastward of 
the West Indies.” The message added that the Houston was, “proceeding leisurely 
toward the theater of fleet operations.” Enroute to the exercises the Llouston took 
the President on a brief visit to Guantanamo Bay, one of the strategic points in an east 
coast defense. ‘The Llouston steamed slowly past the naval station to the upper part 
of the bay, turned and left the harbor without anchoring. The visit took place a few 
hours after the fleet problem had begun, 


Air Corps—A number of shifts in personnel in the office of the Chief of the Air 
Corps have taken place as the result of the creation of the “Training Group” in that 
office and the assignment of Brig. Gen. Barton K, Yount, AC, formerly in command 
of the Air Corps Training Center, to direct it. Col, Augustine W. Robins, AC, whose 
tour of duty as assistant chief of the Air Corps with the rank of brigadier general 
recently expired, will go to the Air Corps Training Center to succeed General Yount in 
command there. 

The new Training Group in the office of the Chief of Air Corps, which General 
Yount now commands, is composed of the Personnel Division, under command of 
Lt. Col. George L. Usher; the Reserve Division, under Lt, Col. Harry H,. Young; and 
the Training and Operations Division, under Lt, Col. Howard C, Davidson. Lt. Col. 
Michael F. Davis, who formerly was executive officer for the office of the Chief of the 
Air Corps, becomes executive officer for General Yount. Lt. Col, Ira C, Kaker, who 
formerly was assistant to the Chief of the Information Division, becomes executive 
officer for the Chief of the Air Corps, succeeding Colonel Davis. Lt. Col. Lester T, 
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Miller, formerly assistant executive officer, replaces Colonel Eaker in the Information 
Division, while Maj. Claude B. Duncan, reporting in Washington from Mitchel Field, 
becomes assistant executive officer. 

The following-named Air Corps officers recently completed a course in dead 
reckoning celestial navigation at the Navigation School of the Second Bombardment 
Group at Langley Field, Va.: Capt. I. M. Palmer, Capt. F. H. Robinson, Capt. J. A 
Samford, Lt. T. L. Mosley, Lt. C. W. Carlmark, Lt. I. R. Selby, Lt. J. A. Feagin, and 
Lt. J. S. Sutton. The Navigation School has commenced the first of two dead reckon- 
ing navigation courses for the junior officers of the Second Bombardment Group. The 
best students of these two courses will be selected for a course in celestial navigation. 
The following officers are attending the present course: Lt. J. H. Rothrock, Lt. R. A. 
Ping, Lt. C. H. W. Rueter, Lt. W. P. Ragsdale, Lt. W. R. Robertson, Lt. A. H. Rogers, 
Lt. ©. J. Cochrane, Lt. C. K. Longacre, Lt. H. 8S. Williams, Hq. and Hq. Sqdn., GHQ 
Air Force, Lt. BE. M. Wittan, 21st Reconnaissance Squadron, GHQ Air Force, Lt. J. T. 
Winstead, 21st Reconnaissance Squadron, GHQ Air Force. 

Brig. Gen. George H. Brett has been ordered from Langley Field, Va., to Wright 
Field, Ohio, where he will command the Air Corps Engineering School. General Brett 
was appointed Assistant to the Chief of Air Corps, with the rank of brigadier general, 
as of January 31, 1039, relieving Brig. Gen. Augustine W. Robins, whose tour of duty 
as Assistant to the Chief of Air Corps expired January 30. 

The Assistant Secretary of War, the Honorable Louis Johnson, announced today 
the award of a contract for type R 1820 engines in the amount of $4,857,582.70. These 
engines are for installation in single, bi-motored and four-motored planes, which 
have been designed with this particular engine in view, and which are now being 
manufactured, as well as to provide spare engines for these planes. 


Army Transport Service—Transfer of two former Munson Line passenger steam- 
ers, the Pan America and the Western World, to the War Department for use as Army 
transports, as forecast in the ArMy AND Navy JourNAL of Feb. 11, was formally an- 
nounced this week by the Maritime Commission, present owners of the vessels. The 
War Department will take formal possession within a few days, it was said, and 
according to an announcement from that office, will complete conversion of the steam- 
ers into transports early in April. The first of the vessels will be ready to sail from 
New York early that month. 

The Pan American will be renamed the Hunter Liggett in honor of the late 
lieutenant-general, and the Western World will be renamed the Leonard Wood, to 
honor the late major-general of that name. Both vessels, together with their sister 
ships American Legion and Southern Cross, were acquired recently by the Maritime 
Commission when the Munson Line, which had operated them to the East Coast of 
South America, went into bankruptcy. Bids for sale or charter of the vessels were 
asked but none was received, and the Maritime Commission, despite a request from 
Seattle interests that they be put into the Puget Sound-Orient service, decided that 
they could not economically be operated on existing trade routes under present 
circumstances, 

The vessels will replace the Chateau Thierry and St. Mihiel, which will be 
transferred to the Maritime Commission to be disposed of or laid up. Both the Pan 
America and Western World were built for Munson in 1922 at Sparrows Point. Each 
has a gross tonnage of 13,712, length of 517 feet, beam of 72 feet and speed of 18 knots. 
By contrast, the two present transports built in 1920 at Hog Island, have a gross ton- 
nage of only 7,555 and a length of 436.7 feet. They were built as passenger vessels 
and sold to the War Department for $3,545,454 each. 


Field Artillery Schools—Two Field Artillery classes opened at Ft. Sill, Okla., this 
month. One was the Spring National Guard and Reserve Officers’ Course, which 
opened Feb, 11 with 28 officers of the National Guard and Officers’ Reserve. The 
other course will last until June 8. It provides instruction in field artillery com- 
munications for eight first lieutenants of field artillery who will upon graduation be 
assigned to various regiments as battalion communications officers. The advanced 
course includes instruction in radio, wire and telephone communications. Officers 
detailed to the school are Ist Lts. Leo W. Cather, P. H. Draper, and T. J. Sands, 18th 
Field Artillery; William J. Daniel, J. W. Ferris and Francis Hill, of the Ist Field 
Artillery, and G. G. Garten and J. J. Davis, of the 77th Field Artillery. 


Training for Aviators—With a total of 4,633 officer pilots, regular and reserve, 
necessary for the increased air force during the next two years, and with plans for 
increasing the enlisted strength of the Army Air Corps by 25,143, attention of Army 
officers is being focused upon any move which will enable them to obtain such num- 
bers of trained personnel quickly and efficiently. 

Action of the Civil Aeronautics Authority in signing this week contracts with 13 
universities for training of several hundred student flyers, at an average cost of 
$250, under a $100,000 National Youth Administration allotment was especially cheer- 
ing. More cheering was the fact that future plans of the CAA call for training about 
20,000 pilots a year. 

Not that the Air Corps expects that the CAA training will reduce by any ap- 
preciable time the training period necessary for Army aviators. But it is confidently 
expected that the CAA program will in effect nearly double the capacity of the Air 
Corps training schools. 

With the Army able to pick cadets, not only physically and mentally qualified, 
but proved potential flying material, it was explained, the old 40 to 50 per cent 
attrition at the air schools will be greatly reduced. Brig. Gen. Lorenzo D. Gasser, 
assistunt chief of staff, G-1, outlining the Air Corps expansion program to Congress 
recognized the present high degree of attrition in predicting that 149 graduates would 
be obtained from each class of 3870. 

Air Corps olficials predicted that with selections of flyers made from graduates 
of the CAA course, the number of graduates would be nearer to 300—which is in ef- 
fect doubling the capacity of the Army school. 

The CAA program, of course, will not be underway in suflicient time to aid to 
any marked degree in the solution of the current problem of obtaining trained flyers, 
but when the present expansion program is completed, and strengths must then be 
kept up, value of the CAA program will begin to be felt. 

It was pointed out that even graduates of the Army Air Corps training center 
were not finished flyers, that gunnery and other drills were not taught until graduates 
were assigned to fiying units. This will be more true with the planned reduction of 
the yeur Army training period to nine months, with consequent reduction in number 
of flying hours, 





To assist in meeting the immediate problem of expansion the Department plans 
to commission as special flying cadets the instructors at the flying schools recognized 
by the CAA which meet War Department standards. These instructors will be given 
a special course of about six weeks’ duration at Randolph Field in order to educate 
them in the standards the Army demands of its flyers. When the instructors go back 
to their schools they will know what degree of efliciency to demand from their 


students before passing them. 


The problem of mechanic training will be met partly by stepping the annual 1,000 
capacity of the schools at Lowrey Field, Denver, Colo., and Chanute Field, Rantoul, 
IIL, to about 1,200, and partly by using as sources of mechanics such of the mechanics’ 


schools accredited by the CAA as have 


standards. 


ATHLETICS AT WEST POINT 

West Point, N. Y.—Army’s string of 
basketball victories was broken over the 
week-end, when the St. John’s quintet of 
Brooklyn came up to West Point, sup- 
ported by a convoy of rooters, who made 
the trip up here by bus, and scored a 37- 
to-27 defeat over the Cadets in a closely 
fought match, witnessed by over 3,000 
spectators. This was the second defeat in 
15 games for the Cadets, Ohio State hav- 
ing turned the trick in the middle of the 
season. There is no game scheduled for 
Wednesday and Army will end its sea- 
son on Saturday with the climatic Navy 
game to be played in Annapolis. 

A perfect day in sports at the home sta- 
tion was marred only by the St. John’s 
defeat, except for the defeat of the indoor 
polo team in New York City, where Yale 
won from the Cadet riders, 10 to 9, in a 
spectacular last second drive. The Cadets 
were hosts to some 150 athletes and 2,000 
guests during the afternoon and evening, 
as the varsity and plebe teams put on a 
program of 12 different matches, being 
victorious in all but varsity basketball. 

The basketball game saw the Cadets 
take the court without the services of 
their star forward, Walter Brinker, and 
when Frank Kobes, the big center, left 
the game with four personal fouls called 
against him, St. John’s slight advantage 
widened and the visitors surged definitely 
ahead. Army was threatening to take the 
lead all through the first half and tied the 
match at 19 to 19 early in the second, but 
the Cadets’ shots were not sinking. They 
were able to score from close in, but shots 
from the outside were not finding the 
target. 

Army’s champion boxing team won its 
fourth straight victory of the season, de- 
feating Yale, 7 to 1, while the champion 
gymnastic team opened its season with 
a victory over Princeton, 50 to 2. The 
wrestlers had little trouble with Spring- 
field College, winning, 29 to 3, while the 
swimmers eked out a victory over Dart- 
mouth, 44 to 31. Columbia University was 
defeated, 16 to 10, in fencing, and in rifle, 
1349 to 1259, while in the evening the 
Cadet hockey team took Hamilton Col- 
lege, 3 to 2. 

The plebes defeated Long Island Uni- 
versity’s Freshmen, 32 to 21; sank the 
Columbia swimmers, 38 to 27, downed the 
Springtield College Freshmen wrestlers, 
24 to 10; and conquered the Yale Fresh- 
men boxers, 7 to 1. 

The boxing match was uneventful, 
Yale’s only victory coming in the 175- 
pound class, when Miller, captain of the 
Eli squad won a decision over Rosen. 
Harry Stella, next year’s football Cap- 
tain, won the only match which did not 
go three rounds, when he scored a tech- 
nical knockout over Lee in the unlimited 
class, in 1:42 of the second round, 

The Cadets made a clean sweep of the 
gymnastic meet, allowing Princeton third 
place in the tumbling and flying rings for 
two points. Cadet Belardi set a new 
Academy record in the rope climb, win- 
ning in 4 seconds flat. Bob Sears was 
high scorer with first places in the 
parallel and horizontal bars, and second 
places on the flying rings and in tumbling. 

In wrestling, the visitors won the 165- 
pound class for their only points. Army 
won three bouts by falls, Dunn winning 
the lightweight class in 6:35 with a head 
scissors ; and Cadets Farmer and Lotozo 
Winning the heavyweight events with 
half-nelsons. 

The swimming match was won only 
when Army nosed out Columbia in the 
last event, the 400-yvard relay, Garrett 
coming in ahead by a hair as anchor man 
Garrett had already won both of the 
short free-style events, while Brewerton 
had won the two longer races. Cadet 
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Crandall won the fancy dive, scoring 
135.28 points to break the Academy 
record. 

The Cadet fencers won both the foi) 
and saber events to defeat Columbia’s 
fencers, but lost the epee to the visitors. 
Cadets Rorick and Strock made clean 
sweeps of their three saber matches, as 
did Shapiro, of Columbia, with the epee. 
Cadet Scott was high gun in the rifle 
match with 276, with Rohrback, of Co- 
lumbia, second. Army took both the kneel- 
ing and standing events, but lost the 
prone matches by one point. 

In the evening the Cadet hockey team 
won a close fast game from Hamilton 
College, Army taking an early lead, and 
holding it until the end. Grant opened the 
scoring for the Cadets, and tallied twice 
in the first period. Harriman, of Hamilton, 
counted for the visitors in 8:09 of the 
second session, but Curtin increased the 
Cadet lead with a score in 2:06 of the 
final period. Hamilton pressed hard in the 
third period and scored once more but the 
Cadets were able to remain in control 
during the final moments of the match. 

The polo match in New York City was 
arranged to give both teams an opportun- 
ity to practice in the Squadron A arena 
before the intercollegiaete championship 
events in March. Both teams played bril- 
liant polo, and when Army took a one- 
goal lead toward the end of the last 
chukker, it looked as if Army would come 
out the victor. However, Collister John- 
son tied the score for Yale in the last few 
minutes of play, and his long near side 
shot from the middle of the field nickea 
the goal posts after the final bell. Army 
lost no prestige in the loss of the game, 
and is conceded an even chance in the 
championships. 

Next Saturday’s sports events will be 
featured by two contests with the Navy, 
the Cadets playing the Midshipmen in 
Basketball at Annapolis, and meeting 
their gymnasts here. Capacity crowds are 
expected for both events, and all seats 
will be reserved. Army will also be hosts 
to the Penn State boxers, the Yale fene- 
ers, the Brown swimmers, Fordham’s 
riflemen, Princeton in polo, and Cornell 
at hockey. The wrestlers will journey to 
New Brunswick where they will meet 
Rutgers in their 6th match of the year.

Manufacture of Artillery Shells 

According to Lt. Col. Levin Hf, Camp- 
bell, jr.. an officer of the Ordnance De- 
partment of the Army, stationed at 
Frankford Arsenal, Philadelphia, Pa., 
one of the most important military prob- 
lems at the present time is adapting ar- 
tillery ammunition to high-speed manu- 
facture and the preparation of plans for 
the mass-production of artillery shells 
immediately on the outbreak of a major 
war involving this country. 

These opinions are expressed in an 
article to appear Monday, February 26th, 
in the current issue of Army Ordnance, 
the publication of the Army Ordnance 
Association. 

“Production is always a great objective 
of any Ordnance ammunition program 
worthy of the name,” writes Colonel 
Campbell. “Having due regard to quality 
of product, in time of major war our 
greatest task will be production, produe- 
tion-—-and yet more production! 

“When war comes, the Ordnance De- 
partment automatically is charged with 
a production problem of immense propor- 
tion. In the battle of the Somme, of seven 
days’ duration, the British Army alone 
required 4,000,000 rounds of ammunition, 
and at the battle of St. Mihiel, our Army 
alone, in four days, fired 1,093,217 rounds 
of artillery ammunition. Therefore, in 
time of peace, we must be ready for an 
enormous expansion, Our peace-time 
preparation must cousist, above all else, 
in adapting our drawings and specifica 
tions to a basis of production. ... It is of 
enormous moment that we cause our 
drawings and specifications to be devel 
oped to adapt our manufacture to mass- 
scale production. ... Production must, of 
course, occur before the supply functions 
of the Department can be undertaken, and 
it is my firm belief that we should pay an 
equal amount of attention to production 
methods, as we necessarily do to design 
and development of Ordnance equipment, 

“Let me cite our Sl-mm. M45 trench 
mortar shell as a case in point,” continues 
Colonel Campbell. “This is a shell sus- 
ceptible of quantity production. It is 
made of commercial seamless steel tub- 
ing. We think it can be made equally 
as well of welded tubing. The rear end 
of the shell is closed in by hot swaging 
and the front end by a cupping die set in 
a crank press. This method of manufac 
ture stands in marked contrast to the 
method previously used, whereby a forg 
ing of an average weight of 42 pounds 
was purchased, although the weight of 
the completed shell body produced there 
from is 7.71 pounds. The weight of the 
tubing section is 17.25 pounds. 

“The terrific amount of unnecessary 
labor in making the steel, transporting it, 
wnd cutting off the excess, needs but lit 
tle comment when 
quantities to be met with in time of war. 
The maximum machine-tool load is cor 
respondingly reduced, And make no mis 
take, the machine-tool load is one of the 
knottiest problems confronting the Ord 
nance Department for its initial plunge 
into production in time of emergency... . 

“Thus.” the Army Ordnance article 
states, “we believe a very real step has 
been taken in adopting the tube shell as 
an alternate for production, It is most 
likely that it will be the first shell to be 
made in quantity, as the production facil 
ities for seamless tubing in this country 
are almost unlimited. In our effort 





we are speaking of | 


to further simplify our production, we 
have, within the past two years, done 
a good deal of work in connection with 
free-machining steels, as used so widely 
in the automotive industry. We also are 
doing some work with lead-bearing steel 

lead to improve machinability and 
higher manganese for the physical char- 
acteristics required. Ileat treatment al- 
ways will remain a very vital problem in 


time of war, due to the fact that the 
capacity for heat treating by modern 


inadequate for shell- 
forging operations. If by the selection of 
proper steels we can obtain adequate 
physical properties without the necessity 
of resorting to heat treatment, we have 
made a long step forward toward a solu 
tion of war-time ammunition production. 

“At the Frankford Arsenal we have in- 
stalled, within the past two years, the 
most modern machinery and equipment 
for small-scale production of various 
caliber of artillery shell, cartridge cases, 
primers, and mechanical time fuzes. Our 
object in this was not to equip the arsenal 
for large-scale production, but rather to 
make of it a laboratory of production, 
This laboratory today represents the best 
of the machine-tool and equipment build- 
ers’ arts. With the rapid developments 
occurring in the machine-tool art, how- 
ever, our small production lines should 
be considered merely as looseleaft ledg 
ers. By this | mean that when a machine 
becomes obsolescent, or when the indus- 
try develops a machine of much greater 
production capacity, our ledger sheet 
should be discarded and the new model 
should replace the machine used in the 
line today. 

“Underlying this whole thought,” the 
Army Ordnance article concludes, “is 
that should war arise, the Ordnance De 
partment must, of necessity, depend upon 
outside industry for production, While 
we will call upon industry again as we 
did in the last war, we surely can give 
industry more help than was possible at 
the outbreak of that conflict. We also 
will have personnel trained in the use of 
the best machines which the art affords 
to send to manufacturers’ plants to assist 
them in reaching production. This is of 
vital importance if we are to save the 
initial time always required to reach 
production, be it in ordnance or any other 
item of military supply. Thus it becomes 
doubly necessary that these small pro 
duction lines, which today represent the 


methods is totally 


best that the machine-tool art affords, 
should be kept ever up to the limit of 
the art by substituting any improved 


types of machines as they are made avail 
able from time to time, 

“Those engaged in the design of ord 
nance equipment of whatsoever nature, 
and those engaged in its manufacture, 
should jealously resist any and all at 
tempts to let creep into drawings and 
specifications, requirements as regards 
tolerances and materials which impore 
unnecessary difficulties upon the produce 
tion engineer. This is, as well 
known, a continuous and unrelenting task 
for all concerned, Surely there can be 
no better expenditure of funds than to 
keep small production lines in step with 
the art of machine-tool manufacture and 
to keep specifications always in step with 
the latest the art affords in materials, 
Strict application and attention to these 
eardinal points will save months and 
months of time in reaching production 
after M-day. And finally, let me repeat: 
In time of major war our greatest task

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FOREIGN MILITARY NEWS DIGEST 
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] Hitler's Restoration of Sea Power. 
e When the terms of the Peace Treaty, 
signed in June 1919, had been executed. 
the once proud German Navy was a mere 
shadow of its former self. Germany was 
allowed to keep in effective commission 
six obsolete battleships of the Deutsch- 
land and Braunschweig classes, ships of 
13,000 tons, with a main armament of 
four 11-inch guns, completed during the 
years 1904-8. Further items were six 
light cruisers, twelve destroyers and 
twelve torpedo boats. The possession of 
submarines was prohibited. 

The authorities who controlled this 
remnant of a fleet set to work to maintain 
its efliciency as far as a lack of up-to-date 
material would permit. 

Not until the end of 1921 was the con- 
struction of any new warship of impor- 
tance begun. In December of that year 
the cruiser Emden, of 5,400 tons, designed 
for a speed of 29 knots, was laid down. 
She was not commissioned until October 
1925. By that time half a dozen so-called 
torpedo boats of S00 tons had also been 
put in hand; two years later six more 
of these craft were begun, following the 
laying down of three 6,000-ton cruisers, 
improvements on the Emden; a fourth 
cruiser of similar type was begun in 1928. 

A more spectacular advance was made 
in 1929, when the first of the three cele- 
brated “pocket battleships” was laid 
down. In spite of their limited tonnage, 
they mount an armament of six 11-inch, 
eight 59-inch, and six 4.1-inch (anti-air- 
eraft) guns and eight 21-inch torpedo 
tubes; two aircraft and a catapult are 
also included in the equipment. The pro- 
tection includes a 4-inch partial belt, over 
400 feet in length, reinforced by 1%-ineh 
internal armouring; turrets with 7-inch 
faces, 4-inch bases and 2 to 38-inch sides 
and decks from 1% to 24 inches in thick- 
ness, increased to 3 inches over the maga- 
zines. Hight sets of Diesels of the M. A, 
N. type, with a total horsepower of 54,000, 
give a speed of 26 knots. With 1,200 tons 
of fuel, the ship has an effective radius of 
action of 10,000 miles. To save weight, 
electrical welding was employed on a 
scale never previously attempted. 

It is not surprising that the cost of 
these ships should have worked out at 
about 1500 dollars a ton; but from the 
point of view of naval prestige, the money 
was undoubtedly well invested. 

With the advent to power of Herr Hit- 
ler, the restrictions imposed by the 1919 
Peace ‘Treaty were definitely flung over- 
board. Two 26,000-ton battleships, the 
Gneisenau and Scharnhorst, were laid 
down in 1934 and are now in service. 
They were followed by 16 destroyers of 
1,625 tons, and another 6,000-ton cruiser. 
A year later submarine construction was 
resumed and has proceeded at a rapid 
rate. 

Other new construction undertaken 
since Hitler came into power includes two 
35,000-ton battleships (a number likely 
soon to be doubled); three 10,000-ton 
cruisers armed with 8-inch guns and two 
with 5.9-inch guns; three 7,000-ton cruis- 
ers; two aircraft carriers of 19,250 tons; 
ten destroyers of 1,811 tons; 18 torpedo 
boats of 600 tons; 24 minesweepers; and 
a large number of depot ships, escort ves- 
sels, motor torpedo boats and other ancil- 
lary craft. Two of the 10,000-ton cruisers, 
the Blucher and Admiral Hipper, armed 
with 8-inch guns, are due for completion 
early in 1939. 

To keep pace with the manning ques- 
tion, the strength of the personnel has 
been raised from the original figure of 15,- 
000 (all ranks) to 3,000 officers and 43,600 
men in 1937. 

The British Government decided to 
face the facts of the situation, and in 
June, 1935, concluded a Naval Agree- 
ment with Germany, under which her 
Fleet is to be permanently maintained at 
a strength not exceeding 35 per cent of 
the British Navy. In the case of sub- 
marines, the ratio is fixed at 45 per cent. 
It is only fair to remark that, so far, 
Germany has scrupulously honoured the 
terms of this agreement. 

What would Germany’s strategy be in 
the event of a war with Great Britain? 
It is probable that, as in the last war, she 
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would keep her important ships within | 


her territorial waters, leaving her sub- 
marines to carry the war overseas. Would 
Germany be prepared to risk her three 
unique “pocket battleships’ in a war 
against trade? There is no doubt they are 
admirably adapted for such operations, 
since their speed of 26 knots is superior 
to any British capital ship except the 
Ilood and Renown. They could be run 
down by 8-inch gun cruisers, but unless 
these were in a considerable majority, the 
German ships should stand a good chance 
of knocking out such weak opponents, 
lacking as they do any protection beyond 
a thin patch of armour on the water line. 

But it is unlikely that Germany would 
risk a war with this country unless she 
had allies at sea, The only countries to 
which she could look for aid are Italy 
and Japan. 

The Royal Italian Navy has at present 
in service only two capital ships, the 
Cavour and Cesare. Laid down 28 years 
ago, these two ships have been re-engined 
nnd reconstructed to an extent paralleled 
only by the British Warspite, and appear 
to have been transformed into thoroughly 
efficient modern battleships. Their dis- 
placement is now 23,622 tons, with a speed 
of 27 knots, and a main armament of ten 
12.6-inch guns. Otherwise, Italy possesses 
seven 10,000-ton cruisers, armed with 8- 
inch guns, and twelve of a lighter type, 
mounting 6-inch guns. There are besides 
the three pre-war cruisers Bari, Taranto 
and Quarto, which together with a mod- 
ern escort vessel are employed on colonial 
service. 

It is in the strength of her flotillas that 
Italy is most formidable. At the present 
time she possesses 61 destroyers of from 
745 to 1,729 tons displacement and at 
least 50 torpedo boats ranging from 340 
to 679 tons, of which the more recent are 
capable of speeds exceeding 40 knots. In 
submarines, of which the total number is 
close on 90, there is no Navy so strong, 
with the possible exception of the Soviet 
Fleet, 

In a European war, Italy’s object 
would obviously be to obtain control of 
the Fastern Mediterranean. Her position 
on the flank of the French sea route from 
North Africa to Marseilles would be a 
valuable asset in a conflict with France. 

In a war against Great Britain, attacks 
would doubtless be made on Malta, but it 
should be borne in mind that it would be 
equally possible for forces based on Malta 
to deliver attacks on Italian ports. 

The rise of Japan to the front rank as 
nm sea power was even more spectacular 
than the recent resuscitation of the Ger- 
man Navy. Today Japan’s naval strength 
is exceeded only by the British Empire 
and the United States. It includes nine 
battleships, all designed before the Great 
War, but extensively reconstructed since. 
The two biggest, the Nagato and Mutu, 
are ships of 32,720 tons, with a main 
armament of eight 16-inch guns. The re- 
maining seven are armed with 14-inch 
guns. 

Japan possesses two aircraft carriers 
of 26,900 tons, one of 10,000 tons, and two 
of over 7,000 tons. which between them 
carry not less than 150 aircraft. Three 
hig seaplane carriers are also in service. 
There are twelve heavy cruisers, armed 
with 8-inch guns, and twenty-three 
mounting guns of 6-inch or 5.5 inch eali- 
bre. Five old cruisers, designed more 
than 40 years ago, are officially rated as 
coast defense ships, though one or two 
of them have been used in the operations 
against China. There are 108 destroyers 
of from 755 to 1,700 tons; 12 torpedo 
boats of between 500 and 600 tons; 59 
submarines of various types; 10 mine- 
layers; 12 minesweepers: 6 submarine 
chasers ; 9 gunboats ; and 6 depot ships. 





Germany, Italy and Japan are all 
strong in under-water craft. Moreover, 
all three have a considerable quantity of 
submarine tonnage under construction, 
including over 30 vessels in Germany, at 
least 40 in Italy, and an unknown number 
(ineluding eight of the largest class) in 
Japan. 


It remains to be seen whether, in the | 


event of a major conflict, signatures to 
agreements restricting submarine attacks 
on commerce will remain good. But it is 
certain that, in war, neither the British 


Government, nor any other, would base | 


its defense on the observance of interna- 

tional agreements made in time of peace.

2 The Submarines of Germany. With- 

e in a short time the effective subma- 
rine strength of the German Navy will 
be numerically greater than that of the 
British Navy. Germany now has thirty- 
seven submarines in commission. Another 
thirty-one submarines are under construe- 
tion or projected for the German Navy. 
Of these at least six were laid down more 
than a year ago, and are expected to be 
placed in commission shortly. 

Thus Germany has a potential subma- 
rine fleet of sixty-eight vessels—thirty- 
seven are already completed and in ser- 
vice. Great Britain’s potential strength 
in modern submarines is fifty-nine. 

The naval agreement between Great 
tritain and Germany signed three years 
ago limited the size of the German Navy 
as 2 whole to thirty-five per cent of 
tritish naval strength. An exception was 
made in the case of submarines. Germany 
was allowed to build up to forty-five per 
cent of the total British tonnage in this 
category. 

The reason for the curious contradic- 
tion between Germany’s submarine 
strength and her adherence to the Anglo- 
German Naval Agreement lies in the fact 
that the agreement used “tonnage” as its 
yard-stick. Many of the German sub- 
marines are very much smaller than 
British submarines, so that, on a tonnage 
allowance equal to forty-five per cent of 
the British tonnage, Germany is able to 
build more submarines than Great 
Britain. 

For any other type of warship the ton- 
nage is a fairly accurate measure of its 
power ; but this is not the case with sub- 
marines. 

No matter how small a submarine mav 
be, it can still attack when submerged, 
and fire torpedoes. The large submarine 
may carry more torpedoes, but a single 
torpedo will account for most ships other 
than heavy warships. 

The large submarines will have a wider 
radius of action on the surface, but Ger- 
many, unlike the British Empire, does 
not require submarines of world-wide 
operational radius, and the events of the 
past year have shown that even Ger- 
many’s smallest submarines are quite 
eapable of working in the western Medi- 
terranean and in the neighbourhood of 
the Canary Islands. These areas, it may 
he noted, mark the greatest focal points 


of the senborne trade of the British 
Empire, 
Submarines driven, when submerged, 


by electricity have a very limited radius 
of action under water. This submerged 
radius of action is practically the same 
for a large submarine as for a small sub- 
marine, Therefore, the efficiency of a sub- 
marine patrol depends, not upon the size 
of the submarines employed, but upon 
their number. 

Yermany’s submarine strength is not 
only a matter of material. Intensive 
training of personnel has heen going on 
in the Baltie and the Heligoland Bight 
for more than three years, and Germany 





is fast building up a considerable reserve 
of officers and men fully trained in sub- 
marine work.

The Revival of German Shipping. 

e In spite of the fact that the German 
Merchant Service is the only one beside 
the British that is smaller now than it 
was before the war—2,321 vessels of over 
100 tons gross, aggregating 4,231,657 tons, 
against 2,090 of 5,134,720 tons in 1914— 
the manner in which it has recovered 
since the surrender of 1919 is one of the 
most spectacular incidents in the shipping 
industry. 

Under the Treaty of Versailles, in repa- 
ration for the submarine campaign, Ger- 
many had to surrender to the Allies all 
her ships of over 1,600 tons, 50 per cent of 
the ships between 1,000 and 1,600 and 25 
per cent of the fishing fleet. After the 
terms of the Treaty had been fulfilled 
Germany was left with only about half a 
million tons afloat and 112,000 tons build- 
ing. As early as 1917 the German Govern- 
ment had passed a bill to reimburse ship- 
owners for ships which had been sunk or 
captured by the Allies, with the idea of 
enabling them to resume trading immedi- 
ately after the peace. By the end of 1921 
the fleet had grown to 1,400,000 tons, by 
the end of 1922 to 2,300,000 tons and after 
another twelve months to 2,800,000 tons 
gross. 

In 1925 a construction loan fund of 50,- 
000,000 marks was authorized to grant 
loans up to half the price of any ship at 
nu reasonable rate of interest, and when 
that fund was exhausted in about a year 
new ones were established. 

While the Service was being built up 
again several companies came to agree- 
ments with foreign concerns to run joint 
services. Among the most important of 
these international agreements was that 
hetween the Hamburg American Line and 
the American Harriman Company which 
was signed in 1920. 

The Germans have never been particu- 
larly interested in the tramp side of ship- 
owning, and even before the War the 
great majority of their ships ran on regu- 
lar services. The assistance given by the 
state has permitted a central control of 
the types built, balancing the liners with 
the tramps that are necessary for the im- 
poration of raw materials, and at the 
present time not quite 75 per cent is on 
regular berth. 

In the early part of 1937 statistics were 
published showing that German shipping 
paid the lowest dividend on its capital of 
any German industry, only 0.16 per cent 
against an average of 1.91 for other forms 
of transport and similar business. In 
spite of that the ships were remarkably 
well occupied; in 1987 they had no laid- 
up tonnage apart from ships on the sea- 
sonal trade, and according to the latest 
return only one per cent of the total Ger- 
man tonnage is idle, compared with 2.5 
per cent of the British, 7.7 per cent of the 
French and no less than 24.3 per cent of 
the Greek, which is composed almost en- 
tirely of tramps. (The Navy)

Sale of Planes to French 
(Continued from First Page) 
plane, enumerated in the specifications, I 
suppose you felt that you would have a dis-

General Arnold. The idea was by means 
of this evaluation test to secure the best pos- 
sible attack bomber that American industry 
could produce.

Senator Nye. I should like, Admiral Leahy, 
for you to turn to paragraph 42 in this (Aero- 
nautical Board's) policy, where we find this 
declaration: 

“Pilot or passenger flight by foreign repre- 
sentatives for demonstration purposes in air- 
craft coming within the scope of paragraph 3 
above shall not be permitted, whether or not 
such aircraft has been released for foreign 
sale.” 

Does that mean that demonstration flights 
are forbidden even of planes or aircraft that 
have been released for foreign sale? 

Admiral Leahy. That seems very clear in 
its statement that foreign representatives 
will not be permitted to take flight in Navy 
aircraft under almost any conditions. 

Senator Nye. What would be the occasion 
for a policy so sweeping as that? 

Admiral Leahy. I presume that it was put 
in for the purpose of making it difficult for 
foreign representatives to secure information 
in regard to our confidential equipment on 
naval planes. 

Senator Nye. With particular reference to 
the planes themselves? 

Admiral Leahy. I still think that was in- 
tended to prevent the release of confidential 
information in regard to airplanes. Whether 
there was any confidential information in the 
plane itself, or whether it was intended to 
prevent information regarding military equip- 
ment, is not stated in the paragraph. I should 
think it was inserted for the purpose of pro- 
tecting our confidential information. 

. 

Senator Nye. Would you care to state for 
the record, as Admiral Leahy has, the pur- 
pose, as you understand it, of this particular 
paragraph? 

General Arnold. My opinion is that it was 
for the purpose of safeguarding confidential 
and secret devices in the airplanes. 

* . . 


Senator Nye. Have you ever been asked to 
make known or available to foreign nations 
any aircraft advantage of this country? 

Admiral Leahy. I have never been asked 
to do that. About the middle of December 
last, the Navy Department received from the 
Procurement Division of the Treasury De- 
partment a request that they be given the 
assistance of the advice of one of our officers 
who was familiar with aircraft procurement, 
and at that time in reply to that request, 
which was not unusual, the Navy Department 
assigned Captain Kraus to advise the Pro- 
curement Division; Captain Kraus being the 
head of the Division of Aircraft Procurement 
in our Bureau of Aeronautics. He has since 
advised procurement officers in that work. 
What this advice amounted to, I do not know. 
Then, sometime along about Christmas time, 
we received another request. 

Senator Nye. This earlier request was about 
the middle of December? 

Admiral Leahy. About the middle of De- 
cember. I do not remember the date. Along 
about Christmas or just before Christmas 
we received a request that Captain Kraus be 
permitted to accompany a group of French- 
men to the Pacifie Coast, and that the Navy 
Department provide transportation by plane 
for that group.

Senator Nye. Admiral Leahy, what was 
your first knowledge of the existence of a 
French Mission to purchase planes in 
America ? 

Admiral Leahy. My first knowledge of the 
existence in America of the French Mission 
was late in December, shortly before Christ- 
mas. I am not certain that I knew the mis- 
sion intended to purchase planes; that was 
not told to me, 

Senator Nye. General Arnold, what was 
your first knowledge, again, for the purpose 
of making the record doubly clear, of the 
existence of the French Mission in this coun- 
try? 

General Arnold. I would first like to answer 
off the record. 

(Discussion off the record.) 

General Arnold. On the 20th of December, 
from Admiral Cook of the Navy. 

Senator Nye. Did your office at that time 
in any way protest against giving access to 
the French Mission to demonstrations in the 
Douglas plant? 





General Arnold. That happened late in the 
afternoon of the 20th, and the next day I 
got the information from the Secretary of 
War, and I did protest to him. 

Senator Nye. On what grounds did you 
protest, General? 

General Arnold. On the ground it did not 
conform with the release policy. 

Senator Nye. General Arnold, when was 
this matter next brought to your attention 
in a way that called for official consideration 
and action? 

General Arnold. On the 22nd of December. 

Senator Nye. What was the requirement 
upon your Department at that time? 

General Arnold. I was called for a confer- 
ence in the office of the Secretary of War, 
with the Secretary of War and the Deputy 
Chief of Staff. 

Senator Nye. With the Assistant Secretary 
of War? 

General Arnold. No; with the Secretary of 
War and the Deputy Chief of Staff. 

Senator Nye. Was there any representative 
of the Procurement Division of the Treasury 
present? 

General Arnold. Not at that time, sir. 

Senator Nye. What was the consideration 
at that time? 

General Arnold. The consideration was as 
to what the War Department should do in 
connection with selling these planes,—planes 
that were not on the release list, to the 
French Government. 

Senator Nye. Was 
reached at that meeting? 

General Arnold. The decision reached was 
that we would go to the Secretary of the 
Treasury with a view of securing additional 
information in presenting the War Depart 
ment'’s viewpoint. 

Senator Clark of Missouri. General, was 
there a memorandum prepared to be left with 
the Secretary of the Treasury setting forth 
the War Department's views? 

(Discussion off the record.) 

General Arnold. The Aeronautical Board, 
so far as I know, has never released this 
plane. 

Senator Nye. Well, then, let the body of 
the order as sent by General Arnold be 
printed in the record at this point. “Deliver 
following message to K. B. Wolfe Quote Cap 
tain Kraus US Navy and three members of 
French mission will arrive Santa Monica or 
Mines Field Saturday night Stop Authority 
granted for them to inspect Douglas attack 
bomber less secret accessories Comma Fly in 
same and open negotiations with Douglas 
Company relative to purchase Stop All nego- 
tiations must be made with you as Army rep 
resentative and Douglas Company Stop Keep 
this office informed of action taken Stop 
Above information to be held as confidential 
Make arrangements for plane demonstration 
Sunday Unquote Expedite.

Mr. Secretary, that order was in keeping 
with the understanding that was accom- 
plished in your meeting at the War Depart- 
ment? 

Assistant Secretary Johnson. Yes. 

Senator Lundeen. On that “less secret ac- 
cessories,” it seems to me there is something 
to a plane besides the accessories. It seems 
to me the whole plane is a secret, the con- 
struction of the whole plane is a secret. 

The Chairman. What is your answer to 
that, General Arnold? 

General Arnold. I answered that question 
when I was asked it once before. An airplane 
is a secret only, the airplane body, now, the 
frame of the airplane, only up to the point it 
goes out on the airdrome and starts to fly. 
Once it goes on the airdrome for flight tests, 
any one can take a photograph. 

(Later it appeared that there was some mis- 
understanding as to the text of the message 
denying secret accessories to the French.) 

Captain Kraus. I know that the word 
“loss” did not appear in the copy that T had, 
that I received. I gather that, in that re 
spect, that copy differed from the message 
that was sent and the message that was re 
ceived. 

Senator Thomas of Utah. 
“secret” appear? 

Captain Kraus. 
appear. 

Senator Thomas of Utah. Then it read— 
did you imply that it read “with secrets”? 

Captain Kraus. The copy that I had would 
have included the display of secret acces- 
sories, with the omission of the word “less” 
in that phrase, 

Senator Thomas of Utah. Let us get this 
right, then; the order that you got could have 
been interpreted as “with secrets’? 

Captain Kraus. Yes, sir; the way the copy 
that I read was worded. 

Senator Nye. Well, do you have any word 
from Major Wolfe revealing that he under- 
stood himself to be pledged not to reveal the 
secret accessories ? 

General Arnold. I have a telegram here: 

“I certify that upon receipt of the decoded 
radio on January 20 I informed the Douglas 
Company that they were authorized to dem- 
onstrate the seven B attack bomber to the 
French mission without restrictions as to 
Douglas Company design and manufacturing 
Inasmuch as this plane was not an 
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in this condition. K. B. Wolfe, Major, Air 
Corps.” 
Secretary Morgenthau 

Secretary Morgenthau. May I read from this 
published testimony, Mr. Chairman? 

The Chairman, Yes. 

Secretary Morgenthau. I say: “For some 
time—I do not have the exact date, but about 
a month ago or thereabouts—a French mis- 
sion has been here, sent by the President of 
France, with an authorization signed by 
Premier Daladier, a photostatic copy of which 
I have here, 

“Mr. Sumner Welles, Acting Secretary of 
State, informed me that they were an ace- 
credited mission, I mean that they were here 
and he recognized that they were here offi- 
cially. 

“As you gentlemen most likely know, the 
Procurement Division, which is the central 
purchasing agency of the Government, is lo- 
cated in the Treasury Department. We bought 
for the-various departments about three hun- 
dred million dollars worth of merchandise 
last year and constructed around $175,000,000 
worth of buildings. 

“It was the thought that if the Procure- 
ment Division could assist this French mis- 
sion, which had come here, to meet manufac 
turers and carry out its mission, it would be 
helpful to them as a friendly nation. What 
we have been trying to do is to give them a 
common meeting ground in the Procurement 
Division to meet American manufacturers who 
have something to sell for cash.” 

Shall I proceed? 

Senator Nye. Just a moment. Did the 
French mission come directly to you, or were 
they introduced to you or sent to you by an- 
other agency of the Government? 

Secretary Morgenthau. T can only explain 
that, as. I said before, I did not receive them 
until the Acting Secretary of State informed 
me that they were an accredited mission, 

Senator Nye. Had any effort been made for 
them to see you before you heard anything 
from Mr: Welles? 

Secretary Morgenthau. Oh, I cannot remem 
ber every last detail, Senator. 

Senator Nye. Tam trying to find out what 
prompted the mission to come to you, to 
come to the Procurement Division and to you, 
in preference to going to some other agency 
of the Government. 

Secretary Morgenthau I think you will 
have to ask them that question, 

Senator Nye. Ask the French mission? 

Secretary Morgenthau. Yes, 

Senator Nye. Which, of course, is impos 
sible. 

(The following was quoted from the tran 
script of earlier testimony.) 

“Senator Nye. Was the War Department 
asked for cooperation with this mission by 
any authority, prior to the time that the 
three departments were brought together on 
it? 

“Secretary Morgenthau. 
now—lI have no record here—if I am not cor 
rect you can check me—-as IT remember it, 
after the Cabinet we stayed behind, and I 
do not know whether you were there or John 
son was there-—you were there—we stayed 
behind after Cabinet, Mr. Welles, Mr. Wood 
ring, and myself, and discussed this thing 
with the President. I think that is the first 
time that we all discussed it, and the policy 
was decided, T believe, at that meeting, which 
took place after Cabinet, that we would go 
ahead and cooperate with the French mission. 

“Secretary Woodring. That was the first 
I had heard of the French mission being 
here, Tlow early had you heard of it prior to 
this? 

“Secretary Morgenthau. Well, I do not have 
the record; but, as I explained here, my first 
recollection is when Ambassador Bullitt told 
me about it, and I would not receive them 
until I had clearance. 

“Secretary Woodring. Did you know it a 
month before? 

“Secretary Morgenthau. I do not know. I 
have not got it written down. But certainly, 
to answer the question of the Senator from 
North Dakota, as I remember it, the first 
approach to the War Department—the Secre 
tary of the Navy stayed behind that day, too 

yes; he stayed behind that day—Secretary 
Swanson was there—the first approach to the 
Department was perfectly official, was at the 
Cabinet, and the President was present, and 
the Secretary of War, Mr. Welles, Secretary 
Swanson, and myself, and the policy was 
discussed there at that time 

“Secretary Woodring. Was the French mis 
sion here at that time? 

“Secretary Morgenthau. I would have to 
look up my records. I do not know, but I 
think—you wanted to know when was the 
War Department first approached, and I 
would say that was the first approach. 

“Senator Nye. Tam going io be very direct 
about this, because I think that is the only 
fair way to do it. T am somehow caused to 
believe that the War Department had been 
requested to afford the cooperation that was 
finally made available, but had declined or 
had discouraged the plan at all, and I want 
to satisfy myself whether that is true, 

“Secretary Morgenthau, Well, Mr. Wood 
ring is head of the War Department.”

“Secretary Morgenthau. Mr. Chairman, 
could I just add something as to why the 








President and the four Secretaries of the 
Cabinet involved thought that this was good 
business? The French Government were pre- 
pared, or are prepared, to spend $65,000,000 
if only they can get these planes, as I under- 
stand it, within six months, Furthermore, 
they only want planes which are as good or 
better than there are planes at present in 
Kurope. Now, when they look over the field 
to see what we have got, it gets down to 
two companies, just two companies, two mod- 
els which could stand in the air for one sec- 
ond against the German plane, and naturally 
they are not going to come over here— 

“Senator Clark (interposing). If we are 
going to defend the United States, we might 
want those planes ourselves, 

“Secretary Morgenthau, If I could finish. 
You want to know what the thought was, and 
the thought was that this money, these people 
being here, that these orders would be placed 
at once, and they would pay for the develop- 
ment cost and their orders would be out of 
the way and be delivered before Congress 
voted the money, and the Army would have a 
chance to have that competition later, and 
that all of the development costs would be 
paid for by the French, and we would get 
plants into production that are idle now. 

“Now, the thought, as I say, that the Prest- 
dent had, with these other Cabinet officers, 
was that here was this money—$65,000,000 
good, hard cash—to go into the pockets of 
American workmen, and that these orders 
could be placed immediately and gotten out 
of the way before our American business was 
ready. 

“The French mission was under a pledge 
that none of these planes should leave France, 
and that none of them should be shown to 
anybody; and I believe from the discussion 
that took place that the bulk of these orders, 
if they had been placed, could have gotten 
out of the way and that the United States 
Government would have benefited, because 
the entire development, of course, would have 
been paid for by the French. It looked like 
good business. That is what motivated us, 
and instead of being ashamed I think it is 
something to be proud of $65,000,000 for 
American workmen's pockets is good stuff, 
and I do not see why there is anything par 
ticularly secret about it or anything par 
ticularly to apologize for. The fact remains, 
if lam correctly informed, that with the ex 
ception of the bomb sights we have not got 
anything seeret, It is all a matter of produc 
tion, anyway; and with the exception of, as 
I understand it, two models of two bombers, 
there is nothing we have got that is as good 
as the Germans have got; and naturally the 
French are not going to spend $65,000,000 for 
something that is two or three years out of 
date. That is the whole story. And, as a 
matter of fact, if they cannot get something 
which is at least as good or better they are 
not going to spend the money. They want 
something which is better than what the 
Germans have got. If they get something 
better and get it within six months the 
original date of delivery was the Ist of July 

they insisted that every plane they buy be 
delivered by the Ist of July; and if they 
could not get that delivery, and if they can 
not get something as good or better than the 
Germans have, they did not want them, 

“Secretary Woodring. I told you this be 
fore, and I will tell you again-——-if they want 
them by the Ist of July they will never buy 
an airplane in this country. They cannot be 
delivered in that time. 

“Secretary Morgenthau, That Is what they 
wanted, delivery by the Ist of July.”

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Financial Digest 

The reassurance of business peace 
which the President expressed before he 
joined the Fleet, was followed almost 
immediately by the institution of anti- 
trust suits against eighteen leading tire 
distributors, and the prospect that other 
firms believed to be guilty of collusive 
price fixing and identical bidding, will be 
prosecuted. At Des Moines, the new 
Secretary of Commerce, Mr. Hopkins, de- 
livered a speech revealing his policy 
toward business. While it, too, was re- 
assuring, its value was discounted by pre- 
ceding reports that the Secretary was 
speaking largely for the purpose of ob- 
taining the endorsement of the Iowa Dele- 
gation for the 1940 democratic nomina- 
tion. It has been noted by business that 
whenever a government official makes a 
promise of a breathing spell, the chief of 
another department takes action which 
nullifies it. 

However President Roosevelt made two 
pledges which business regards with 
satisfaction, one (and this subsequently 
was repeated by Secretary Morgenthau) 
that no new or higher taxes are in con- 
templation, and the other that business 
need have no misgivings over Administra- 
tion programs to come. This latter pledge 
was directed particularly to the electric 
power and light industry. Some of the 
private Public Utilities magnates scoffed 
at the idea that the President would 
cease his attacks on business, and pointed 
out that the Administration had forced 
the Senate to restore items in the TVA 
expension program, which the House had 
eliminated. These items, amounting to 
$17,200,000, provide for the execution of 
the Gilbertsville, Watts Bar and Coulter 
Shoals Dam projects. The Gilbertsville 
dam alone will create a lake almost 800 
miles square, and probably will cost 
about $112,000,000. If the Tlouse con- 
tinues to insist upon its refusal to make 
the appropriations for these dams, the 
conservative trend in Congress will be 
emphasized. Speedy enactment is in 
prospect for the increased armament bill. 
The President has been anxious for this 
result because of the effect upon aggres- 
sor nations of an America united in de- 
fense. Coupled with the huge program of 
the British, it is believed the Totalitarian 
Powers will hesitate to engage in further 
aggression. If business could be freed 
from the spectre of international war, the 
Administration is certain conditions 
would improve instantly, and it is to 
achieve this end that the foreign policy of 
the President is directed.

For appointment in the Medical 
Cerps Reserve at the time of success- 
ful completion of the required four 
year course of medical instruction, 
whether degree of doctor of medicine 
is conferred at that time or withheld 
until after an additional period of 
practical experience. 
Recommendations under this authority 

for appointments in the Medical or 
Veterinary Corps Reserve of prospective 
graduates of Class A Medical schools and 
approved schools of Veterinary medicine 
will be submitted on the special forms 
provided for the purpose, to be signed 
by the Corps Area Surgeon and the Pres- 
ident or Dean of the institution. Letters 
of appointment and commissions will be 
forwarded to Corps Area Commanders 
for delivery to the prospective graduates 
at the time of receipt of an appropriate 
degree, or upon successful completion of 
the required four year course 





Merchant Marine 

One bid was received by the Maritime 
Commission this week for charter of 
three government-owned steamship lines 
in the trans-Atlantic service. The bid was 
made by the United States Lines which 
offered to charter, bareboat, the American 
Hampton Reads-Yankee, the Oriole and 
the American France Lines. 

U. 8. Lines bid offered a much higher 
price for the commission vessels if award 
was made on only the American Hampton 
Roads-Yankee and the Oriole Lines. 

The commission, therefore, must decide 
whether it will accept the single bid, and 
it was indicated unofficially that the 
prices offered were fair. It must then 
choose between accepting the bid on the 
Yankee and Oriole lines alone, leaving the 
American France Lines in the hands of 
its managing agent, or take the less ad- 
vantageous bid of U. S. Lines for all three 
trades. 

The American France Line operates 
with four vessels of 32,015 deadweight 
tons between North Atlantie coast ports 
and French Atlantic and Channel ports; 
with Cosmopolitan Shipping Co. as man- 
aging agent. 

The American Hampton Roads-Yankee 
Line operates with eight vessels of 69,379 
deadweight tons between North Atlantic 
ports and United Kingdom and German 
ports. The Oriole Line operates four ves- 
sels of 32,030 tons between North Atlantic 
and U. K. and Irish ports. Both lines are 
operated for the commission by South- 
gate-Nelson Corp. 

Both Southgate-Nelson and Cosmopoli- 
tan declined to bid on charter or purchase 
of the lines, stating that provisions of the 
contract as to replacement of tonnage and 
payments of subsidies were too indefinite. 
Both asked to be permitted to negotiate 
with the commission over charter of the 
lines. 

The commission has maintained that 
the shipping acts give it no authority to 
conduct such negotiations, but there is 
pending in Congress legislation to give 
preference to managing agents in the 
awarding of charters provided agreeable 
contracts could be reached through ne- 
gotiations, 

If the commission accepts U. 8S. Lines’ 
bids for all three lines it will receive an 
average of 10% cents a deadweight ton 
per month, while if it accepts U. 8. Lines’ 
bid on Oriole and American Hampton 
Roads-Yankee Lines only it will receive 
15 cents a ton. 

The offer of U. 8. Lines for charter of 
the vessels per month follows: For all 
three lines—SS Artigas, Capillo, Caupu- 
lin, Lehigh, Independence Hall, Pipestone 
County, Sarcoxie, Satartia and Schodack, 
$840 each ; SS City of Flint, Collamer and 
Quaker City, $841.57; SS Liberty, $1,- 
023.54; SS McKeesport and Vincent, $1,- 
029.84. For the two lines—SS Artigas, 
Capillo, Capulin, Lehigh, Sarcoxie and 
Satartia, $1,200; City of Flint, Cold 
Harbor and Quaker City, $1,202.25; Lib- 
erty, $1,462.20; McKeesport and Vincent, 
$1,471.20. It thus offered $15,211.35 for 
12 vessels and $14,009.50 for 16. 


North Atlantic Contracts Probed 

Hearings will be opened in Chicago on 
March 13 by the Maritime Commission 
on charges that North Atlantic-ERurope 
conference carriers through exclusive 
contracts with shippers from the Great 
Lakes regions are preventing any flow of 
trade directly from Great Takes ports 
through the St. Lawrence Waterway to 
Europe. 

It was charged that one-year contracts 
are signed between the carriers and the 
shippers, giving the latter lower rates 
provided they ship all goods through con- 
ference ports on some conference vessel. 
Should another means of water trans- 
portation be used, the carriers have the 
right to cancel the contracts, collecting 
the difference between regular rates and 
the lower contract rates on all goods 
shipped by the offending shipper during 
the term of the current contract. 

The complaints were filed by the at- 
torneys general of Wisconsin, Michigan, 
Ohio and Indiana, and by the Detroit 
Board of Commerce, the Port of Detroit 
Authority and the Great Lakes Harbor 


Association. 
Laid-up Vessels on Orient Run? 

It was understood here this week that 
State of Washington interests who earlier 
this month had requested utilization of 
the four Munson liners held by the com- 
mission on twice-monthly sailings from 
Puget Sound ports to the Orient would 
accept a compromise offer by the commis- 
sion to put some vessels of its laid-up 
fleet in that service. 

The commission had rejected the re- 
quest to use the 13,000-ton Munson ships, 
saying it was uneconomical to operate 
them, and allocated two of the vessels to 
the War Department for use as trans- 
ports, It offered instead to place cargo 
vessels on the run until the C-3 combina- 
tion passenger and cargo vessels should 
be off the ways about two years from 
now. 

Draft Convention Clarified 

Parts of a letter written by Representa- 
tive Bland, chairman of the House Mer- 
chant Marine and Fisheries Committee, 
clarifying provisions of Draft Convention 
No. 53, drawn by the International Labor 
Organization and ratified by this country, 
have been published by the Department 
of Commerce. 

Said Representative Bland: “The con- 
vention provides that no person shall per- 
form the duties of master or skipper, 
navigating officer in charge of a watch, 
chief engineer, or engineer officer in 
charge of a watch, unless he holds a cer- 
tificate of competency to perform such 
duties, issued or approved by the public 
authority of the territory where the ves- 
sel is registered. 

“It is to be noted that the convention 
does not in any respect set up any mini- 
mum or other manning requirement and 
does not require any larger complement 
of officers on any vessel than is now em- 
ployed. 

“The Department of Commerce is now 
giving careful consideration to recom- 
mending legislation to... take advantage 
of that provision in the convention per- 
mitting the exemption from its terms of 
vessels of less than 200 registered tons.” 

Several bills have been introduced into 
Congress to exempt vessels under 200 tons 
from provisions of the convention. 





To View Arms Demonstration 

Twenty-six members of the Senate and 
House of Representatives Military Af- 
fairs and Military Appropriations Com- 
mittees will visit Fort Monroe and Lang- 
ley Field, Va., Saturday, Feb. 25, in search 
of personal information relative to the 
Army’s military equipment program, 

The demonstration at Fort Monroe will 
consist of anti-aircraft firing at towed 
targets with modern weapons including 
the new 37 mm. gun. Bombing exercises 
will be conducted at Langley Field by the 
Second Bombardment Group.

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Strategic Materials 

The Senate Military Affairs committee 
yesterday reported favorably on the bill 
providing for the acquisition of stocks of 
strategic and critical raw material as in- 
troduced by Senator Thomas of Utah. 
The measure, the result of a two-year 
study by the War, Navy, Interior, and 
State Departments, sets up a commission 
composed of the Secretaries of War, 
Navy, Interior, and State to determine 
what materials are strategic for the de- 
fense of the country and provides that a 
constant study be made of changing con- 
ditions that may alter the status of vari- 
ous materials. It authorizes the appro- 
priation of $25,000,000 a year for the next 
four years.

huge sum as $150,000,000 to fortify it. 
Viewed from either point of view it is a 
bad investment.” 

Representative Hamilton Fish, of N. Y., 
made a vigorous speech attacking the 
authorization and questioning the mo- 
tives behind the request for harbor inm- 
provements. Ile challenged anyone to 
name a nation that “dreams” of attack- 
ing the United States. 

Ile declared, “It is preposterous, unrea- 
sonable and unsound because we could 
not defend it if we wanted to; and it is a 
provocative act that promotes unfriendly 
relations with a proud, sensitive and war- 
like people.” 

Representative Fred L. Crawford, of 
Mich., took issue with a statement of Mr. 
Fish’s that the United States will give 
the Philippines their independence in 
1946. He told the House that “I do not 
think the members sitting on the floor of 
the House today will live to see the time 
that the Philippines will gain their ‘po- 
litical and economic independence’.” Ie 
advocated retaining control of the Phil- 
ippines and questioned the constitutional- 
ity of the Act providing for Philippine 
independence. 

Representative Vinson then took the 
floor to advocate enactment of the bill. 
Ile quoted the statements of both Ad- 
miral Leahy and Secretary Edison with 
regard to the bill and the Guam feature 
and declared, “America now finds it nee. 
essary to answer the dictators in their 
own language. The world might just as 
well know that America is not going to 
submit to being destroyed with other un- 
prepared democracies.” Representative 
Ralph E. Church, of IL, a minority mem- 
ber of the Naval Affairs Committee and 
one who throughout the hearings on the 
bill fought the Guam proposal, then rose 
to oppose the Guam feature. He spent 
the greater portion of his time present- 
ing arguments to the effect that the im- 
provements contemplated were provoca- 
tive and unnecessary. He was followed 
by Representative Patrick H. Drewry, of 
Va., also a member of the Committee, who 
spoke in support of the bill in toto, in- 
cluding the Guam proviso for Guam. Mr. 
Drewry stated, “The only thing before 
this louse is the question of whether we 
shall spend this $5,000,000 for the pur- 
pose outlined in the bill. You cannot go 
forward into the future maybe 50 years 
and say that 50 years from now there may 
not be some kind of a fortification. I do 
not know whether it will ever be forti- 
fied, but I feel that the President of the 
United Statse when he says that there is 
no intention of fortifying the island 
means what he says. I hope the time will 
never come when I do not believe any 
President of this country who makes a 
statement affecting the country’s wel- 
fare,” 

Representative James P. Richards, of 
South Carolina, then attacked the pro- 
posal on the grounds that he detected the 
“fine” hand of Great Britain behind the 
Navy’s request for improvements at 
Guam. He declared, “It behooves the 
British Empire, which holds or controls 
one-fourth of the land upon the face of 
the earth and 40 per cent of the basic raw 
materials of the earth, whose flag flies 
over 500,000,000 people, to defend her 
own.” 

Representative Shafer, of Mich., em- 
ploying very nearly the same arguments 
as Mr. Richards then spoke in opposition 
to the measure. 

Debate on Wednesday, Feb. 22, took up 
again the Guam authorization. It is safe 
to say that during all the hearings on the 
bill and all the debate on the floor of 
the House, the Guam authorization oc- 
cupied 80 per cent of the time allowed for 
discussion. First to make an extended 
address was Representative J. Thorkel- 
son, of Montana, who unqualifiedly sup- 
ported the bill and questioned the right 
of “any nation” to dispute American for- 
tification of the island. His address was 
the fore-runner of several “fighting” 
Speeches that were made in support of 
the bill. He stated, “I am not only in 


favor of spending $5,000,000 for the im- 
provement of the harbor to facilitate ship- 
ping, but I am in favor of spending suf- 
ficient money to fortify this outpost as a 





permanent protection of the Panama 
Canal, the West Coast of the United 
States, and Alaska, including our com- 
mercial air routes.” 

Representative William J. Ditter, of 
Pa., rose in opposition and characterized 
the movement to “fortify” Guam as “un- 
reasonable,” saying that the Navy was at- 
tempting to include fortifications in a 
harbor defense bill because the Navy felt 
that Congress would not authorize the im- 
provements under any other form. 

Representative Melvin J. Maas, of 
Minn., made some very strong arguments 
for the Guam proviso. He quoted Admiral 
Yonai, the Japanese Navy Minister as 
saying that the improvements contem- 
plated at Guam were not regarded 
suspiciously by Japan. He quoted Ad- 
miral Yonai as saying, “There is at pres- 
ent no reason why Japanese American 
relations should be tense. Japanese policy 
is based on nonaggression. Therefore, 
Japan’s armament is at the minimum con- 
sistent with national defense. Anyone 
who believes that the United States is 
pursuing aggressive designs against Ja- 
pan grossly misunderstands the situa- 
tion. Therefore, the Japanese Navy is not 
attaching much importance to the Guam 
issue.” Mr. Maas charged that there was 
much more concern in the House of Rep- 
resentatives over the matter than there 
was in Japan or anywhere else. Repre- 
sentative Faddis, in support of the bill, 
attacked “professional isolationists” and 
declared that the United States must sup- 
port its foreign trade as “international 
trade is the lifeblood of civilization.” He 
defended the President’s foreign policy 
and asserted that every President in the 
history of the country had been permitted 
to conduct America’s foreign relations 
without making every move public. 

On Thursday, Feb. 23, the House took 
up, a8 previously agreed upon, the amend- 
ment eliminating Guam from the bill. 
Oratory on the measure waxed hot, with 
high feeling running between the two fac- 
tions. Representative Maas again took 
the floor to urge retention of the Guam 
authorization. He charged that oppon- 
ents were making “a mountain out of a 
molehill,” and that Japan has many 
islands, better prepared than Guam would 
be under the authorization, 1000 miles 
nearer the United States than Guam is to 
Japan. Representative Izac, of Calif., 
also spoke in support of the bill, as did 
Majority Leader, Representative Samuel 
Rayburn, of Tex. In another feature of 
the last minute debate, Representative 
Andrew J. May, Chairman of the House 
Military Affairs Committee, made an im- 
passioned plea for the Guam improve- 
ments. 





National Defense Bill 
(Continued from First Page) 
hangars, and installations necessary for the 
operation and maintenance thereof. The acts 
referred to above, construed together, author 
ize the procurement and maintenance of 4, 

120 airplanes. 

The enactment of 8S. 842, which authorizes 
an increase of airplane strength to 6,000, 
would be a major contribution to the cause 
of national defense, and the War Department 
recommends favorable consideration thereof. 
In this connection, however, the attention of 
the committee is invited to the fact that in 
the procurement of a large number of air 
planes, there may be reductions in unit costs 
which will permit the purchase of a larger 
number of airplanes than the bill authorizes, 
within the amount of money set up in the War 
Department program for the purchase of air 
planes in accordance with the recommenda- 
tions of the President to the Congress, Sub 
sequent changes in types may also result in 
the procurement of a greater number of planes 
than now contemplated. 

It is therefore suggested that the commit 
tee give consideration to the removal of the 
limit on airplane strength so that a greater 
number of planes may be procured than now 
contemplated by the War Department pro- 
gram, should the factors mentioned above so 
permit. Such action will be to the advantage 
of national defense and ultimately will re 
sult in economy. 

The fiscal effects of the legislation if en- 
acted will be to require an appropriation of 
approximately $300,000,000 for materials, per- 
sonnel, and maintenance, and additional con- 
struction. 

Time has not permitted the submission of 
this report to the Bureau of the Budget. It 
should therefore be understood that the re- 
port does not involve any commitment as to 
the exact relationship of the legislation to 
the program of the President. 





In another letter, regarding provisions 
of the bill relating to the detail of Army 
personnel to civilian institutions for the 
purpose of acquiring knowledge in avia- 
tion matters and the enrollment of se- 
lected civilians from the instructional 
staffs of civilian flying schools at the Air 
Corps Training center, Secretary Wood- 
ring cites the coordination that will be 
effected by the carrying out of these pro- 
visions between civilian schools and the 
Air Corps Training Center. In this con- 
nection, Secretary Woodring says, “It is 
believed that the utilization of civilian 
flying schools for primary training, as 
contemplated, will not materially in- 
crease the cost over that of training in 
Army schools alone. The cost of tuition 
and expenses incident thereto will, to a 
large extent, be offset by a saving in ad- 
ditional air fields, material personnel, and 
equipment which would be necessary to 
training wholly in Army schools. Some 
of these air fields, material and equipment 
might be found to be surplus when the 
period of expansion is over.” He con- 
cluded by saying that the Army is in favor 
of both the outlined provisions, 

In another letter, Mr. Woodring ex- 
presses the War Department’s approval 
of the provisions of the omnibus bill re- 
lating to the loan of aircraft, aircraft 
parts and other aeronautical equipment 
and accessories to civilian aviation 
schools which are engaged in training the 
increased personnel contemplated for the 
Air Corps. He said that the aircraft 
loaned under the provisions of the bill 
would be training craft and that the en- 
actment was necessary in order for the 
civilian schools to undertake the primary 
training of air personnel contemplated in 
the act. 

Concerning the provisions for the in- 
crease of the personnel of the Army, Sec- 
retary Woodring endorsed the program 
and summarized his remarks by saying, 
“The bill appears to be designed to give 
effect to the President's national defense 
program by the expeditious augmenta- 
tion of the Regular Army to the desired 
strength, and by authorizing the employ- 
ment in adequate numbers of Reserve Of- 
ficers to supplement the officer corps of 
the Regular Establishment. It is believed 
that the bill will accomplish the purpose 
without creating promotion list ‘humps’ 
and will permit the careful selection of 
the additional officers to be commissioned 
in the Regular Army. The measure under 
consideration is primarily an authoriza- 
tion for increase of personnel. The ulti- 
mate costs of the proposed legislation will 
depend upon appropriations made by Con- 
gress.” 

Concerning the provisions of the bill 
relating to the defenses of the Panama 
Canal Zone, Secretary Woodring wrote 
Senator Sheppard, commenting: 

Dear Senator Sheppard: Careful considera 
tion has been given to the bill 8. 901, “To 
authorize appropriations for construction and 
rehabilitation at military posts in the Panama 
Canal Department, and for other purposes,” 
which you transmitted to the War Depart 
ment under date of January 31, 1939, with a 
request for the views of the Department rela- 
tive thereto. 

No existing law will be affected by the pro 
posed bill. 

The legal effect of the proposed bill would 
be to authorize the Secretary of War to re 
quest funds totaling $23,750,000 for construc 
tion and Installation in the Panama Canal 
Department of such buildings, utilities, and 
appurtenances thereto as may be necessary 
to house antiaircraft, seacoast defense, and 
auxiliary units most urgently needed for de- 
fense of the Panama Canal. The construc- 
tion provided for in this bill would enable 
the War Department to carry out, in part, 
the wishes of the President, as expressed in 
his message to Congress on January 12, 1039, 
on the subject of national defense, by provid 
ing shelter for additional ground troops in 
the Panama Canal Department. 

At the present time, less than half of the 
defense installations of the above nature can 
be manned at one time. There are, further- 
more, no quarters or other facilites available 
for the housing of additional troops. 

Many existing quarters and barracks in the 
Panama Canal Department are in very poor 
condition, others are badly overcrowded, and 
there are no usable facilites outside of the 
Zone, The threat of malaria and other trop!|- 
eal disenses, furthermore, makes it necessary 
to provide suitable additional sanitary hous- 
ing facilities before this garrison can be rein- 
forced. 

The proposed construction will enable the 
War Department to station over 200 addition- 
al officers, approximately 50 nurses, and be- 











tween 6,000 and 7,000 additional enlisted men 
in the Canal Zone, primarily at Forts Sher- 
man and Kobbe, at new posts on Corundu 
Military Reservation, and near Mount Hope; 
and secondarily, at Forts Randolph and 
Amador. The construction contemplated in- 
cludes barracks and quarters, and the neces- 
sary auxiliary facilities such as hospitals, 
warchouses, roads, utilities, and other ad- 
juncts. Additional depot facilities at the At- 
lantic and Pacific general depots, made neces- 
sary by the proposed increase, will also be 
provided for. 

It is desired to reiterate the fact that the 
construction outlined must be provided in 
order to enable the permanent increase of the 
Panama Canal defense garrison.

sought no opinion from the Navy Depart- 
ment of its Judge Advocate. It was stated 
at the Department of Justice, too, that no 
formal ruling was issued there on the 
subject. 

Captain Stuart was born at Tazewell, 
Va., June 16, 1882, and was appointed to 
the Naval Academy from the 9th District 
of Virginia in 1900. He served in the 
Asiatic Fleet in 1906 and 1907, and made 
the world cruise in the USS Vermont 
with the Battle Fleet 1908-1909, After at- 
tending the summer conference at the 
Naval War College, he was on duty at the 
Naval Academy, Annapolis, until 1912, 
when he became ordnance officer of the 
USS Missouri. Later that year he was on 
duty in connection with fitting out the 
USS Wyoming and served as her engineer 
officer until 1914, when he transferred to 
similar duty in the USS Virginia. For 
two years he was on duty at the Naval 
Experimental Station, Annapolis, Mary- 
land, and during 1917 and the first part 
of 1918 was navigator of the USS Loui- 
siana. 

In 1918, he was designated, upon his 
own application, for “engineering duty 
only,” and was assigned special duty 
under the Secretary of the Navy in con- 
nection with fuel oil and gasoline sup- 
plies, with additional duty in several 
bureaus of the Navy Department. 

Captain Stuart makes his home in 
Washington at 3808 Kanawaka Street, 
N. W., where he resides with Represen- 
tative Sam Hobbs, Alabama Democrat, 
who is related to Mrs, Stuart. 





USNA Appointments 

The Senate has passed and sent to the 
House a bill providing for an additional 
midshipman at the United States Naval 
Academy. Under the terms of the bill, he 
would be selected from among the sons of 
the civilians residing in the Canal Zone 
and the sons of employees of the U. 8. 
government and the Panama Railroad 
Company residing in the Republic of 
*anama.

rather deplorable condition with regard 
to ships made it imperative that it be 
remedied first. Under this year’s program 
the Navy Department was limited in ask- 
ing for only a small number of planes due 
to the lack of sufficient shore facilities 
or carriers to take care of them. With 
the completion of the Alameda Air Sta- 
tion, which is now building, the Navy 
will have three major air bases on the 
*acifice coast. Owing primarily to the 
fact that the fleet has been based in the 
Pacific during recent years, when the 
growth of the air force has been the most 
rapid, the growth of air bases has been 
almost wholly within that area. There is 
only one major air base on the Atlantic 
coast and this is at Hampton Roads. This 
base has been considered as entirely in- 
adequate to serve the fleet in its peace- 
time operations or take its share of re- 

pair and overhaul, 

Two other major air bases are contem- 
plated on the East Coast. They are the 
northeastern base to be established at 
Quonsett Point, It. 1., and the southeast- 
ern base to be established somewhere on 
the east coast of Florida. While operat- 
ing and strategic considerations pointed 
to this locality for the latter base, it was 
dropped from the immediate program due 
to the lack of any obtainable site possess- 
ing the necessary requisites. The Hepburn 
board suggested two possible sites for the 
Florida base, Miami and Jacksonville, 
with recommendation in favor of the lat- 
ter, although in both cases undesirable 
features were found. It is expected that 
no action on this project will be under- 
taken until it is investigated further. 

It is planned to develop the base at 
Kodink to serve as the primary base in 
the Alaskan area hecause of its vital im- 
portance to the defense of that entire 
area, und because of its distance from 





the nearest continental air station. For 
these reasons, it is pointed out, it should 
have facilities for engine overhaul and 
plane repair. Complete facilities for plane 
overhaul are not considered to be neces- 
sary. The position of Sitka enables it to 
serve as an important intermediate sta- 
tion between Seattle and stations west- 
ward in the Alaskan area. Facilities for 
Sitka as proposed in the present bill 
closely follow the characteristics of a sec- 
ondary base as outlined in the report of 
the Hepburn board. 

The proposed development at Kaneohe 
Bay, on the east side of Oahu, was char- 
acterized by Admiral Cook, as “the most 
important item in the Hepburn Board re- 
port.” It will be an auxiliary base and 
in no way duplicate the facilities of the 
main base at Pearl Harbor, but it will 
greatly extend the usefulness of that 
base, The air base at Pearl Harbor is in 
the middle of the main fleet base. When 
the fleet is in the harbor the landing and 
take off area is greatly restricted. The 
remaining clear water is cluttered up 
with the hundreds of small boats which 
are moving about, This renders the take- 
off of a heavily loaded seaplane very 
dangerous. In addition these planes often 
carrying full bomb loads, must fly over 
the ships. Such a condition is in the least 
highly undesirable. This overcrowding 
in time of war might prove a disastrous 
handicap. 

Although it is contended that the pro- 
posed work at Guam ‘Is entirely within 
the nature of a commeretal improvement, 
consternation has been aroused over 
what has been considered by some to be a 
dire threat to Japan. The proposed facili- 
ties at Guam would be almost identical 
to those contemplated for Johnston, 
Wake, and Palmyra. This work would 
be almost entirely confined to dredging, 
and clearing a harbor for tender based 
seaplanes to operate from. Midway will 
be developed as a secondary air base but 





will have only minor facilities for repair 
and maintenance. The Pan American 
planes now use Midway, Wake, and Guam 
as intermediate stations on the flight from 
Honolulu to Manila. Due primarily to 
this, some harbor improvement work has 
already been undertaken. Judging from 
the rapid strides of commercial aviation 
in the past few years the time is not very 
far distant when its growth will neces- 
sitate that improvement of the harbors of 
these various places be undertaken for 
commercial reasons alone. It is pointed 
out that in the end the results will be 
very much the same and whether or not 
this constitutes a threat will remain as 
it does now, a matter of intent. The 
Navy believes that the facilities proposed 
for the operation of seaplanes at Guam 
will greatly add to the defensive power of 
the fleet. With regard for future needs 
at Guam, the Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy stated, “It is impossible to look into 
the future and see whether or not there 
will be need for future development of 
Guam as an airplane base, but we may 
hope that the future international situa- 
tion will not make it necessary to use 
Guam except as a commercial airport.”

an obvious discrimination. It is likewise de- 
sired to point out that a National Guard 
officer or enlisted man attending the Army 
Service schools for instruction for more than 
30 days would not be entitled to the benefits 
of the act whereas the Reserve officer attend- 
ing such schools under exactly the same con- 
ditions would be entitled to these benefits. 

The proviso is intended to grant benefits 
such as are now provided for personnel of the 
Regular Army, but the language “in all re- 
spects upon the same footing” is not legal in 
character nor conclusive in meaning. It is 
not clear whether it would be held, for ex- 
ample, that an officer receiving retirement 
pay would be subject to the restrictions apply- 
ing to Regular personnel with respect to the 
receipt of their retirement pay, such as the

limitations imposed upon the receipt of 
dual salaries from the Government and 
the receipt of retirement pay by an indi- 
vidual engaged in a business which sells sup- 
plies to the Government. Question arises also 
as to whether individuals receiving retired 
pay under the authority of this proviso would 
be “on the same footing” with the Regular as 
respects amenability to Army jurisdiction and 
disciplinary action including trial by courts 
martial; and as to whether the retired pay of 
Reserve and National Guard officers would be 
subject to taxation as is the case of the retired 
pay of Regular officers. A retired officer of 
the Army is a salaried officer of the Govern- 
ment. He receives the pay of his office. This 
pay is held by the tax authorities to be a 
deferred earned income. Pensions and the re- 
tirement pay of emergency officers retired 
under provisions of the act of May 24, 1928, 
are in the nature of a gratuity and are not 
subject to tax. Likewise, officers on the emer- 
gency officers’ retired list are exempt from the 
other limitations just mentioned. 





Naval Reserve Pensions 

Representative Melvin Maas, of Minn., 
has introduced a bill providing that per- 
sonnel of the Naval Reserve or Marine 
Corps Reserve who are killed or injured 
while on active duty for periods in excess 
of 30 days be granted the same benefits 
with regard to pension, compensation, re- 
tirement and hospitalization as personnel 
of the Regular Navy. 





Marine Corps History 

(“A history of the United States Ma- 
rine Corps,” by Lt. Col. Clyde H. Met- 
calf, USMC. Published by Putnam. Price 
$4.50.) 

A history of the United States Marine 
Corps by Lt. Col, Clyde H. Metealf, US 
MC, is an interesting narrative of the ex- 
citing activities of the marines from the 
early days of the revolution to the pres- 
ent time. While carefully weighing his- 
torical values Colonel Metcalf has woven 
in many incidents of encounters by indi- 
viduals which add much color to the 
story. The book contains many interest- 
ing illustrations and photographs of ofli- 
cers prominent in the development of the 
corps. 

The Marines firing from the main top 
were among the staunchest fighters with 
John Paul Jones. With Stephen Decatur 
they helped to bring to terms the murder- 
ous Barbary pirates. In the face of 
withering rifle fire they surged up the 
heights of the Castle ef Chapultepec in 
the most thrilling battle of the Mexican 
War. The Marines took a leading roll in 
Farragut’s capture of New Orleans, an 
operation which dealt a staggering blow 
to the Confederacy. Their advance at 
Belleau Wood was one of the outstanding 
achievements of the Great War. Colonel 
Metcalf’s volume shows they have well 
earned the phrase, “the marines have 
landed and have the situation well in 
hand.” 

The author has devoted twenty-six 
years of his life to the duties of a regular 
officer of the Corps. He received his B.A. 
at the University of Arkansas in 1911 and 
is a graduate of the Marine Officers’ 
School (1914), the Field Officers’ School 
(1925), and the Command and General 
Staff School (1927). He received his M.A. 
from George Washington University in 
1936. Lieutenant Colonel Metcalf was 
made a second lieutenant in the Marine 
Corps in November, 1912, and has served 
through its various grades up to his pres- 
ent rank. He has had experience in many 
of the incidents recounted in his history 
during the course of his career. He had 
a regular tour of duty aboard the USS 
Maryland, at the naval station at Guam, 
and served with expeditions in Cuba, 
Nicaragua, and with the American Ex- 
peditionary Forces in the World War. 
Lieutenant Colonel Metealf’s major field, 
both as an undergraduate and while at- 
tending the graduate schools of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago and of George Wash- 
ington University, was history. He has 
attempted to use the broader knowledge 
thus gained as a background for the more 
intimate and detailed accounts of the ac- 
tivities of the Marine Corps. Lieutenant 
Colonel Metcalf is still on active duty and 
— the present book while on a regu- 
lar duty status at the Headquarters of 
the Corps in Washington, D. C., where he 
was given access to all records as well as 
all necessary clerical assistance. 

The volume is one which will be in- 
formative and interesting to all Ameri- 
cans, in and out of the service. 
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
